TWO RESIGNATIONS FOLLOW

Gen, Zurllnden and Senator Tillage 
Threw Up Thelr Portfollos, 


SECRETARY OF WAR IS SELECTED: 


Should Two Suggested Persons Decline 
the Place Vacated by Zurlinden 
M. Brisson Will Take the 
War Office and Proceed 
with the Case. 


Paris, September 17.—At a meeting of the 
cabinet ministers today it was decided to 
submit the documents in the Dreyfus case 
to a commission to be selected by the min- 
ister of justice, M. Sarrien. The minister 
for War, General Zurlinden, and the min- 
ister of public works, Senator Tillaye, left 
before the council adjourned. 

General Zurlinden tater sent his written 
resignation to Premier Brisson, as follows: 

‘“T have the honor to beg you to receive 
my resignation as minister for war. An 
exhaustive study of the papers in the Drey- 
fus case has convinced me too fully of his 
guilt for me to accept. as the head of the 
army, any other solution than that of the 
maintenance of the judgment in its en- 
tirety.”’ 

The council met at the Elysee palace at 
9:30 a. m., President Faure presiding. Ac- 
cording to a semi-official note, the minister 
of justice said that after having examined 
the papers he felt unable to decide upon 
the question of the proposed revision of 
the Dreyfus case until he had taken the 
opinion of a special commission of the 
ministry» of justice. The cabinet there- 
upon authorized the minister to summon 
a committee for the purpase. 

It is reported now the portfolio. of minis- 
ter for war will be offered to General Le- 
brun or M. DeFreycinet, and that if they 
refuse to accept the office M. Brisson will 
assume the duties of minister for war in 
addition to the premiership and M. Valee 
will be appointed minister of the interior. 

As he was leaving the Elysee palace af- 
Aer the cabinet meeting a large crowd of 
people ‘cheered the premier, M. Brisson, 
with cries of “Vive la revision,’’ appar- 
ently showing that popular feeling was 
changed in favor of a reopening of the 
Dreyfus case. 

Later in the day another cabinet council 
was held, at which General Chanoine, com- 
mander of the first division of the First 
army corps (department of the north and 
the Pas-de-Calis), was appointed minister 
for war, a succession to General Zurlinden, 
and Senator Godin, representing French 
Corea, was appointed minister of public 
works, succeeding M. Tilley. The latter, 
in transmitting his letter of resignation, 
was apparently bidding for popular favor. 
He wrote: 

‘The council having decided to appoint a 
commission to consider thé request for a 
revision of the trial of the convict, Drey- 
fus, I am unable to accept any share in 
the responsibility for the step, which, in 
my opinion, involves a revision of the 
case.”’ 

The committee summoned by M. Sarrien 
to decide upon the question of the pro- 
posed revision will begin to consider the 


matter on Wednesday next. 


ESTERHAZY ADMITS FORGERIES. 


Ten Thousand People Welcome the 
Soldiers from Porto Rico. 
London, September 18.—The Observer this 
morning states that Count Ferdinand Wal- 
sin Esterhazy has been in London for 
ten days past. The fact, the paper says, 
is known to a very few here and is not 
suspected in Paris. Count Esterhazy is 
occupying a flat near St. James and Pall 
Mall. S. W. He has shaved off his mus- 
tache and it is not easy to recognize him. 
He explains that there is no longer justice 
for him in his own country, and says that 
what he did was done-in blind, unques- 
tioning, brutal obedience to orders from a 

superior. 


JAIL TOO SMALL FOR STRIKERS.

Austin, Tex., September 17.—Tonight, up- 
on receipt of the information that there 
was one case of yellow fever In the city of 
New Orleans, State Health Officer Blount 
declared unconditional quarantine against 
that city and issued orders to all Texas 
quarantine stationsto allow no passenger

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DESTRUCTION WAS EXTENSIVE. 
Hurricane Wrought Great Harm in the 
West Indies. 

Kingston, Jamaica, September _17.—De- 
tails of. the hurricane are constantly com- 
ing in, which show the disaster to have 
been infinitely worse than was at first ex- 
pected. The destruction at Barbadoes was 
fully equal to that at St. Vincent, while 
St. Lucia also suffered considerably. 

The island of Barhbadoes, presenting a 
flat surface, was completely swept by the 
vortex of the cyclone, the result being that 
the entire area of cultivation was ob- 
literated while the majority of the resi- 
dences and other buildings were destroyed, 
and two-thirds of the dense population of 
160 to the square mile wére rendered home- 
less. The population was seeking shelter 
at Bridgetown and other centers, only to 
find the littl town more than masses of 
ruin. Sot 

The consequent distress is unparalleled 
in the history of the West Indies, and the 
governor has cabled that instant and con- 
tinuous outside relief is absolutely neces- 
sary in order to avert widespread famine 
and possibly a resultant pestilence. The 
actual extent of the fatalities has not 
yet been ascertained, owing to the extent 
of the ruin wrought throughout the isl- 
and, Apparently the damage in St. Lucia 
was comparatively less enormous, al- 
Uhough very serious. Many plantations 
and ‘houses were destroyed, temporarily 
paralyzing industry. _The loss of life in 
St. Lucia was comparatively small. No 
estimate of the shipping casualties is yet 
possible,

Mourning During the Day. 


CEREMONY WAS IMPRESSIVE 


King of Saxony and Emperor of Ger- 
many Among Those Present. 


KAISER LAYS A WREATH ON THE CASKET 


Funeral Exercises Occurred at Four 
O’Clock in Afternoon and Were 
Solemn -and -Interesting. 


Vienna, September 17.~Emperor Francis 
Joseph, at 9 o’clock this morning received 
the special representatives. of -foréign sov- 
ereigns. , 

An hour later he received the visiting 
sovereigns, with the exception of the Kirg 
eof Saxony, whom he personally g1¢cted 
at the railroad station. 

Emperor Francis Joseph, Prince Holhen- 
loh, the German imperia] chancellor, and 
Baron Von Budow, the German min:ster 
for foreign affairs, received Emperor Wil- 
liam at the railroad station. The em- 
perors shook hands and kissed vach oth- 
ers cheeks three times. They proceeded 
to church, where Emperor Wiliam, in be- 
half of himself and the empress of Ger- 
many, deposited on the casket contz'ning 
the remains of the late empress of Avatria 
a floral wreath which his majesty had 
brought from Germany. 

The emperor dined at the Getiman em- 
bassy after the funeral and star:ed for 
Berlin this evening. 

The aspect of the city today was more 
somber than upon any day of the week of 
mourning. Hardly a house was withcut 
black draperies, and the entire pcrulace 
seemed to have poured out into the streets. 
The street lamps were all alight, shining 
dimly through coverings of crape. 

Great torches threw glaring flames over 
the royal chapel in which -he remains 
of the late empress lay in s-ate «'nce yes- 
terday morning. The doors of the chapel 
were closed at noon, thus barring thou- 
sands of people who were anxious“to see 
the casket. 

Tolling Bells Announce the Start. 

At 4 o’clock the tolling of bells anrownced 
the starting of the procession. The route 
from the Hofburg to the insignificant 
church of the Capuchins, whose yaults 
entomb the Hapsburgs, is so short that 
only a small proportion of the nopulation 
was able to crowd into the adjoining 
streets. 

While the procession was being formed 
the church was filled with the foreign 
princes, who arrived without ostentation 
In closed carriages, and who were con- 
ducted to the front pews. 

Even the rafters and floors of the church 
in the center of which stood calalque, 
were hidden with black drapery, 

Outside a company of distinguished gen- 
erals and staff officers were aligned. 

‘A detachment of cavalry led the proces- 
sion, followed by a single horseman, a 
court officer, attired in'a Spanish costume. 
Then came carriages in which were seated 
the servants of the late empress, and they 
were followed by a second detachment of 
cavalry. After shese horsemen were three 
court carriages drawn by six horses, cov- 
ered with funeral trappings, escorted by 
footmen. They contained the court digni- 
taries and ladies in waiting. 

Imposing Feature of Procession. 

A train.of servants followed, wa k.ng two 
abreast, and then came the most impcsing 
feature of the procession. Several com- 
panies of the foot guards and a squadron 
of the horse guards, followed by a detach- 
ment of yeomen, all gorgeously un‘formed, 
preceded by the colossal eight-norse fureral 
ear. On either side were iour footmen 
and four pages with lighted tapers; Lut 
the immediate escort of the car was com- 
posed of six stalwart gentlemen of the 
archer guard, eight yeomen, six Hunga- 
rian lifeguards and eight mounted life- 
guards. Following the car were several 
bodies of infantry and cavalry. 

A large number of priests, in full can- 
onicals, met the procession at the Avgus- 
tine’s church and proceeded witt it to 
the church of the Capuchins. ‘The c.ergy 
there marched down the aisle before the 
coffin and united in intoning prayers, which 
were also exquisitely chanted during the 
service by the court choir. 

During the last prayer tne  offin was 
lifted from the catalfque, and the clergy, 
bearing torches, walked before it. Em- 
peror Francis Joseph attended, by the 
highest officers of state, bearing w4uA.Las, 
followed. This procession siowly passed 
from the sight of the congregation, dewn 
a stOne stairway to the vaults. 

After the jJast benediction had been pro- 
nounced in the vaults the mourners re- 
ascended and the thigh chamberlain herded 
the key of the vault to the Capuchin, who 
is the guardian of the imperia] ma.usolemn. 


FUNERAL MASS IN WASHINGTON 


President McKiniey Attends Exercises 
at St. Matthews Catholic Churcn. 

Washington, September 17.—An imposing 
funeral mass commemorative of the mur- 
dered Empress Elizabeth of Austria was 
celebrated at St. Matthews Catholic church 
today, Cardinal Gbibons eing the cele- 
brent. The ceremony was official in char- 
acter, under the auspices of the Austrian 
minister, and among those in attendance 
were President McKinley and the mem- 
bers of his cabinet, the ambassador and 
minister of foreign governments, in their 
brilliant diplomatic uniforms; representa- 
tives of the United States army, navy and 
supreme court and a large gathering from 
private life. 

The Austrian minister, Mr. Von Hengel- 
muller, was attended by all the members 
of his staff. The military attache, Baron 
Riedl, in the uniform of the Austrian itm- 
perial guard, and Captain Rodler, naval at- 
tache, in the uniform of the Austrian navy, 
acting as ushers. Minister Von Hengelmul- 
ler wore the striking costume of the Hun- 
garian “‘magnat,’’ denoting high diplomat- 
ic rank. It was of somber black, satin 
coat, knee breeches and high boots, and a 
heavy black velvet cloak hung from the 
left shoulder. His sword, scabbard and 
hilt was hid with winding crepe. 

As the carriages of the president and 
cabinet reached the church Mr. Von Hen- 
geimuller left his pew and met the presi- 
dent at the church door, escorting him to 
a pew to the front and right of the chan- 
cel. With the president were Secretaries 
Gage and Wilson, Postmaster General Em- 
ory Smith and Acting Secretary Adee. 
Back of them, as representatives of the 
army, sat two of the officers of General 
Miles’s staff, Colonel Maus and Lieutenant 
Colonel Michel, in fatigue uniform, while 
the judiciary was represented by Justice 
Harlan, of the United States supreme 
court, : ‘

“The man that strikes at the ruler of a 
nation is. an enemy of social order,” de- 
clared the carfinal, “Public peace and 
tranquility depend .upon the execution of 
the law; on the ruler or executive of a 
nation depends.the execution of the law 
and the maintenance of stable government. 
It behooves us,‘ therefore, to uphold the 
head of the nation, whose person as a 
ruler is sacred.” 

The carcinal paid « touching tribute to 
the beauty of character of the late em- 
press and asked that the prayers be given 
not only for the repose of her soul, but 
also for the solace of the stricken emperor. 
Among all the tributes of sympathy which 
had gone to the emperor, he said, none 


had been more touching and gracious than 


that of the president of the United States. 
The cardinal recalled the world-wide sym- 
pathy coming to the United States on the 
assassination of President Garfield, which, 
he said, develed all partisanship of this 
country, bringing together democrats, re- 
publicans, administration men and ant 
administration men in a common. sorrow. 
Thus out of the blood of a martyred “pres- 
idet was sown the seed of patriots, and 
the cardinal hoped that out of this lest 
abhorrent tragedy would come also good 
lessons and good results. 

The music following the mass was of a 
high order. Following the ceremony, the 
president and his party returned to the 
white house. 


JAPANESE WHIP INSURGENTS. 


Rebellion Is Quickly Put Down in the 
Southern Part of Formosa. 
Tacoma, Wash., September 17.—Mall ada- 
vices from Japan state that another for- 
midable rebellion against Japanese rulers 
has broken out in Formosa, this time in 
the southern part of the island. The bat- 
tles have been fought, one near Taichu, 
the other near Taihoku. The tribes were 
defeated by the Japanese troops and the 

police. 

Many were killed and woumded on each 
side, but details are not obtainable. The 
rebellion is the outcome of an attempt by 
the Japanese administration to ex:end its 
jurisdiction over the gemi-eavage tribes 
living in the interor 

According to official reports a summary 
of rebellious outbreaks tin Formosa during 
the last year shows that 42,000 persons were 
concerned in 1,700 attacks in different parts 
of the island. Five hundred persons were 
killed and wounded by these semi-savages, 
1,500 captured and over 200 houses burned. 
Their booty was valued at 257,00 yen, On 
the other hand, 946 robbers were killed and 
1,450 taken prisoners. 


First and Second Alabama at Home. 

Montgomery, Ala., September 17.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The eight trains which brought the 
First amd Second labama regiments from 
Jacksonville were met at the depot this 
morning by tremendous crowds of citizens.

REV. DR. JOHN HALL IS DEAD. 


PASTOR OF WEALTHY NEW YORK 
PRESBYTERIAN CHURCH. 


He Was on a Visit to His Native 
Home in Ireland and on the Eve 


Belfast, Ireland, September 17.—The Rev. 
Dr. John Hall, of New York, died this 
morning at Bangor, county Down. 

Dr. Hall was on his annual visit to Eu- 
rope. He died at his sister’s residence. 
His health had been broken down for 
more than a year. He had hoped to re- 
turn to New York shortly and had already 
engaged passage on a steamer for himself 
and his wife. 

Ds. Hall’s death was due to heart failure. 
His wife and sons, Rev. Thomas Hall and 
Professor Robert Hall, were present at the 


bedside of the deceased when he passed 


away. 

New York, September 17.—Dr, John Hall, 
who died Fe in Ireland, was born in 
county Armagh, Ireland, on July 31, 1829. 
He was of Scotch descent. When thirteen 
years of wage the entered Belfast college 
and was repeatedly Hebrew prize man. 
In 1849 he was iicensed to preach and at 
once engaged in labor as a missionary in 
the west of Ireland. He was installed 
pastor of the First Presbyterian church at 
Armagh in 1852, and in 1858 was called \o 
the church of Mary’s Abbey (now Rutland 
Square) in Dublin. He received from 
Queen Victoria the honorary appointment 
of commissioner of education for Ireland. 

In 1867 Dr. Hall waa a delegate from the 
general assembly of the Presbyterian 
church in Ireland to the Presbyterian 
church in the United States, and after his 
return to Ireland he received a call to the 
Fifth Avenue Presbyterian church in New 
York. He accepted it and entered upon 
his labors in November, 1867. 

A new church edifice was erected for Dr. 
Hal] in 1875 at a cost of about $1,000,000 on 
the corner of Fifth avenue an. Fifty-fifth 
street. He was elected chancellor of the 
University of the City of New_York in 
1882.

by the presence of the Spanish authcrity 


to which they have bowed so lone. 

During the entire three weeks since they 
have known that the terms of peace gave 
Porto Rico to the United States, they have 
not dared to exhibit their satisfaction. 
Secretly many of them began the study 
of the language of their deliverers, but 
English was a tabooed language. 

An English gentleman who entered the 
city two days after the peace protocol 
was signed, and who.knew 10 Spanish, 
could find no interpreter; in fact, he could 
find no one who professed a hnowledge of 
English save her majesty’s concul. But 
with the arrival of the American evacua- 
tion commissioners, General Broolhe, Rear 
Admiral Schley and General Gordon, the 
whole atmosphere changed. Every nitive 
Porto Rican who understso0] a word cf 
English sought out the Amert:ans who 
came in the*train of the commissioners 
and lavished an English word or a brcken 
sentence upon them with an air of yride 
such as one would if he were displaying 
some priceless heritage. 

Their fear and dread of the Spanish sol- 
diers in the streets and Spanish cfficers in 
the hotels and cafea disavpeared at the 
sight of the American uniform. “liey felt 
that there had already heen throw” a‘«vnd 
them the protecting aegis of the United 
States, although tbe Spanish ftlag still 
flew from Morro castle and fae evidences 
of Spanish authority stil) :onufronted them 
on every hand. 

Spaniards Behave Well. 

It must be said to the credit o/ t).e Span- 
jards that so as known there has not 
been a single tnstance where they have 
undertaken to arrest or punish these dis- 
plays of pro-Ameriman feelings, w). ch but 
a few weeks ago would have instantly sent 
the offendere to prison or perhaps a worse 
fate. This is the more remar«able iras- 
much as the city is full of Spanish sol- 
diers, who show on their faces the deep 
resentment they feel. and some of the na- 
tives seem to delight in making their ex- 
hibitian as provoking as possible. But thus 
far they feel their humiliating posi- 
tion keenly. although they try to deceive 
themselves with the boast that Porto Rico 
was surrendered, not conquered, rrd that 
their honor is unsullied. It is not strarge 
that they should yield contro} of the island 
with reluctance. for to the officers of mi- 
nor rank service here means double sal- 
ary, howvse rent, subsistence at the ex- 
nense of the province, and to the bogh cf- 
ficials. military and civil, enoermo.s sala- 
ries, position and opportunity, which. in 
the majority of instances, is the equ.vulent 
of weslth 

But despite their chagr'n the Spanish 
officials have been scrupulously. indeed, 
punctiliously polite in their attitude toward 
the American officers. When the New Or- 
leaus first entered the harbor a week ace 
salutes and formal visits Were exchangec 
immediately. 

When our officers came ashore thev 
point when they met Svantsh 
officers on the street to salute them first. 
even thonech ‘n manv cases they knew 
they outranted those to whom thev show- 
ed thia courtesy. naval etiauette the world 
aver recauiripe the subordinate officer to 
first salute him who ontranks him. It 
was a bit of courtesy which took aome- 
thing from the stine of defeat and relieved 
the tension. That it was apnreciated by the 
vananished ws evident by the spontaneous 
heartiness with which the salutes were re- 
turned. 

Officers Exchange Visits. 

When Admiral Schley reached here on 
the Seneca and the Spanish gunboat Isa- 
bel II replied to the admiral’s salute as 
his double starred pennant was raiséd on 
the New Orleans. the admiral ordered the 
Spanish flag hauled to the peak and sa- 
luted. The official exchange followed the 
arrival of the peace commissioners with 
almost mathematical precision.

Middleboro Girl, 


FATHER CLAIMS THE DEAD BODY 


Eupposed Dead Girl Arrives at Her 
Parents’ Residence in Time To 
Stop Further Shedding of 
Tears and Stays a 
Burial. 


Middleboro, Mass,, September 
supposed victim of the Bridgeport, Conn., 
murder, Miss Marian Grace Perkins, ar- 
rived at her home this afternoon in per- 
fect health to the great joy of the family 
and the unbounded astonishment of the en- 
tire community. Her father was not in 
town, fur at the time of his daughter's 
arrival, he was on hig way back from 
Bridgeport with the gruesome remains 
which he had identified as those of Grace, 
and for which the funeral arrangements, 
including the digging of the grave, had 
already been completed. 

Miss Perkins came from Providence, R. 
I, and was accompanied by’ her lover, 
Charles Bourne, and at first it was stated 
that the couple had been married. This was 
afterwards denied by young Bourne. So un- 
expected was the coming of Miss Perkins 
and Mr. Bourne that outside of one or two 
friends who had been previously notified, 
there were very few at the railroad station 
when the train came in. 

The young lady, however, was immedi- 
ately recognized by the bystanders at the 
station, and the news spread around the 
town with incredible rapidity. There was a 
large crowd at the gate as the young lady 
stepped from the carriage and ran _ into 
the house. Just across the street from the 
Perkins house is a cemetery and only this 
morning in response to the uncle of Miss 
Perkins, a grave had been dug by the 
sexton in the family lot, and the new earth 
thrown up beside it could be plainly seen 
from the home. 

Half an hour after Miss Perkins’s arri- 
val at home, a local undertaker’s wagon 
drove up to the house and in it was the 
coffin which had been ordered by the ‘am- 
ily. The funeral arrangements had even 
gone so far that the family minister had 
been notified and asked to conduct the ser- 
vices. 

Body Will Go Back to Bridgeport. 

Bridgeport, Conn., September 17.—The 
news that Miss Perkins had returned to 
her nome in Middleboro was: received with 
incredulity at first, so general was the 
belief that the identity of the body had 
been correct. That no doubt existed in 
the minds of the officials as to the identi- 
fication is apparent from the fact that the 
death certificate had been filed and every- 
thing official in connection with the death 
of ‘‘Marian Grace Perkins’ has been com- 
plied with. 

Superintendent of Police Birmingham said 
tonight: 


“I was satisfied that the dead woman 
Was not the original of the photograph 
exhibited by Mrs. Perkins, and there were 
other discrepancies, many of them, S.ight

nands, when Perkins suggested that hia 
daughter’s hands were calloused, but 
beyond a doubt the dead woman’s hands 
were soft and smooth, I have been ac- 
tively working on the case, but am obliged 
to say that thus far I have not been able 
to secure evidence that would warrant an 
arrest.

BLANCO HAS THE SULKS BADLY 


The Marshal at First Refusei To Re- 
ceive the American Commission- 
ers, but Finally Consented 
To Do the Proper 
Thing. 


Havana, September 17, via Key West.— 
As predicted, the streets and places have 
again become crowded with beggars since 
the closing of the soup kitchens. Nothing 
could be more ridiculous than the state- 
ment of Civil Governor Fernandez de Cas- 
tro that want and distress have disappear- 
ed. The reasons which caused the opening 
of the kitchens during the blockade still 
in the same degree and the beg- 
gars are no better off today than they 
were then. The raising of the blockade 
does not have the effect of reducing the 
prices, which continue excessive for the 
poor. 

In Fosos theré ts almost a total lack of 
food, clothing and medicine. Hlordes of 
children, mere skeletons and _ colorless: 
naked men and women are dying by inches 
from disease and hunger, forgotten by all. 
The municipal authorities are doing abso- 
lutely nothing to remedy the evil. 

Commissions composed of ladies are vis- 
iting every store and business house col- 
lecting relief supplies and medicine for the 
Cuban troops, but the collections are far 
short of the actual requirements. The 
‘Spaniards have contributed generously, 
even the most rabid of the conservatives. 

The conditions of the Spanish troops is 
hardly better in the country. The average 
death rate among the Spanish soldiers was 
100 daily during the first fortnight of the 
present month. The principal causes of 
death were malaria and dysentery, caused 
by the lack of food and the bad quality of 
that obtainable. 

The sfeamer Chateau Lafitte left on Fri- 
day for Spain with 1,@0 sick soldiers on 
board. All the outgoing steamers bound 
for Spain are full of sick and wretched- 
looking soldiers. Army officers and thelr 
families are leaving in great numbers. 
General Blanco has been sick In bed since 
yesterday, suffering from cold. 

Blanco Had the Sulks. 

It is learned on authority of an official 
source that when the American evacuation 
commissioners arrived on the steamer Res- 
olute, General Blanco declined to appoint 
an officer to represent him in receiving the 
commission, refusing to receive the com- 
missioners in persoh. General Parrado, 
second in command in Cuba, and General 
Salono argued with him a whole day, 
pointing out that such action would be a 
direct affront, that the commission, com- 
posed of two generals and one admiral, 
representing the United States government, 
had come here in pursuance with an agree- 
ment with the Madrid government, that 
he was personally expected to receive the 
commissioners and that a refusal on his 
part to do so could only be regarded as a 
slight. 

General Blanco was finally brought to 
reason and persuaded to receive the com- 
mission in person, doing so in full dress 
uniform. It is understood that the captain 
general expected the visitors to appear in 
full dress, which they did not do, hereby 
causing considerable comment. The matter 
was discussed on board the Resolute, the 
staffs considering that they should certain- 
ly pay an official visit to the palace in full 
dress. This, however, was not done, owing 
to the delay in the delivery of a dress uni- 
form ordered by General Wade before the 
salling of the steamer. 

Of course, the subordinates could not ap- 
pear in full dress unless the president of 
the commission, General Wade, did so, and 
therefore the entire party came ashore in 
fatigue dress, causing considerable surprise 
at the simplicity of their attires among the 
populace, upon whom a display of gold lace 
and decorations make a great impression, 

It is an open secret that Captain General 
Blanco and Military Governor Arolas are 
at dagger’s drawn, General Arolas never 
going near the palace unless there are ur- 
gent official demands for his presence. 

Last night the performance was to have 
been given at the Tacon theater for the 
benefit of the Cuban soldiers. All the seats 
had been sold and great crowds of Cuban 
sympathizers were expected to be present. 
General Blanco had given permission for 
the performance to take place, but on 
Thursday General Arolas wert to the pal- 
ace and had a stormy interview with the 
captain general, criticising in strong lan- 
guage his weakness in permitting such a 
gathering. He protested against allowing 
the performance to take place, declaring 
that he, as military governor, was reéespon- 
sible for, the preservation of order in the 
city, and adding that if the captain gener- 
al persisted in his intention of allowing 
the performance to be held he would then 
and there present his resignation as milita- 
ry governor. There was an extremely 
stormy scene between the two officials in 
which tactful General Salono interfered, 
with the result that orders were issued for 
the suspension of the performance. General 
Arolas was persuaded to withdraw his res- 
ignation. 

The serious trouble between the Spanish 
bank and the municipality over the pay- 
ment of interest on the bonds issued for 
loans of $7,000,000 and $3,000,000, which pay- 
ments were ordered suspended on the rec- 
ommendation of Senor Govin, secretary of 
justice in the colonial cabinet in order to 
apply such sums to the payment of other 
municipal obligations, thereby impairing 
the credit of Banco Espanol, which guar- 
anteed the payments, came to a head yes- 
terday when, after a serious protest by the 
gove;.or of the bank against the illegality 
and injustice of the proceeding, Senor Go- 
vin tendered Tils resignation.

Colonel W. A, ilempnil) is presi- 
dent; Mr. Z. D. Harrison, vice presicent, 
and Mr. George W. Harrison ge:.eral man- 
ager. The directors are Z. D. ani G. W. 
Harrison, H. T. Inman, H. tf. Cabaniss, 
VW. <A. Hemphill, J. S. Prather, Robert 
Raines. 

The business was managed by Mr. Gecrge 
W. Harrison, who gave his entire time 
to the conduct of the business. ‘ 

The concern thas been established in the 
city for a long number of years, and the 
bill for rceeiver states that it has cone a 
large and profitable business, but at the 
present time is not making expenses. 

The Fourth National bank and the Amer- 
ican Trust and Banking Company are 
made parties defendant to the Htigation. 
The Fourth National bank is alleged to be 
a creditor of the defendant cumpany tothe 
extent of about $21,000. Of ihe eccbts of 
the Franklin company the bil] alleges as 
follows:

SULLIVAN TO BE TRIED. 


The Military Authorities Turn Him 
Over to the C:ivil Authorities. 
Knoxville, Tenn., September 17.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Colonel A. R. Lawton today received 
orders from the war department directing 
him to turn over the case of Private A. W. 
Sullivan, the murderer of Private Walter 
Burns, to the civil authorities. The order 
also directs Colonel Lawton to employ abie 
counsel for both the presecution and de- 
fense and to gee to jt that Sullivan gets a 

fair trial. 

Sullivan stabbed his tentmate to death 
last Sunday night. He is now playing in- 
sane and it is believed to be a ‘“‘dodge.”’ 

The crime committed by Private A. W. 
Sullivan, his victim being Private Arthur 
Burns, was sensational. “Both men were 
drinking, having come to the.city after 
being paid off the day before and imbibed 
too freely of mean whisky. Sullivan and 
Burns had retired for the night and soom 
after 9 o'clock they became engaged’in a 
quarrei as to Which one should si€ep under 
a particular blanket. The fuss was begua 
apparenWy ip a triendiy way, but, on ac- 
count of the liquor’s influence, it developed 
into something serious and after three 
hours’ wranging the boys became furluus. 
Sullivan reached to his pants pocket and 
putled a Knife, which he unnesilatingly 
piunged into Bumrns’s body, The two then 
struggled together out of the tent intwu the 
company street, and when Burns picked up 
a board with which to strike Sullivan the 
latter stabbed him fatally through the 
heart. An examination of the body reveal- 
ed that Burns was stabbed once through 
the heart, omce in the abdomen and twice 
in the right shoulder. Hither of the two 
wounds first mentioned wou!d have proven 
fatal. The shouts of the men, incident to 
the struggle, attracted the attention of the 
men in adjacent tents and by the time 
they reached the company street to inter- 
fere Burns was taking his last breath, ‘*Go 
get the doc—”’ were the last words spoken 
by Burns and he was unable to finish hig 
sentence.

Bibb County Commissioners Revise the 
Jury List—Funeral of Miss 
Deitz—General News. 


Constitution Bureau, Brown House, Ma- 
con, Ga., September 17.—(Special.)—-No one 
in the state has interested himseJf more 
than Congressman C. L. Bartlett in ar- 
renging to get those Georgia soldiers mus- 
tered out who have expressed a desire to 
return to their homes and business. Con- 
gressman Bartlett is in receipt of two vory 
interesting telegrams, one from Assistant 
Secretary of War Meiklejohn and the other 
from Assistant Adjutant General Ward. 

In a conversation today with The Consti- 
tution correspondent on the subject of 
mustering out soldiers Congressman Bart- 
lett said: 

“I have made application to the secretary 
of war for discharges of a number of 
private soldiers, J] have received letters 
from those interested in having soldiers 
discharged, saying that the officers either 
would not receive or would not forward 
the applications. I wired the assistant sec- 
retary of war and he replied: 

“*Have soldiers make applications to 
commanding officer, who will furward same 
to department for action.’ 

“I am satisfied that the commanding offl- 
cer will, whenever a soldier iwnakes an 
application for discharge, forward same, us 
it is their duty to do so. 

“Tt is necessary to have these applica- 
tions forwarded throug) the military chan- 
nei to ascertain the status of the soldier 
and the views of the company and regi- 
mental commanders. The captains nor colo- 
nels cannot discharge a soldier. The presi- 
dent or secretary of war can do so. and be- 
fore tho war department acts it must have 
the regular application forwarded by the 
Officers, and. as I understand it, these offi- 
cers must forward these applications, 
whether they approve them or not. Blank 
forms for discharge are furnished by the 
adjutant general and should be in the per- 
sonal! custody of the company commanders. 
I have no doubt that any soldier who ap- 
piles to his captain can procure a blank 
form for a discharge, and when he makes 
it out that it will be forwarded through 
the military channels to the war depart- 
ment. When this is done the members of 
congress can take the matter up and urge 
that it be granted. If this course is pur- 
sued by those desiring discharges it will 
expedite action by the war department on

The Rousing Democratic Rally at McDonough 
Brings Out Some Plain Truths. 


NOT TO NORTH CAROLINAIZE GEORGIA 


Colonel Candler, State Chairman; du Bignon, Congress- 
man; Bartlett and Others Spoke---The For- 
Office-Only Combination Shown in 
Its True Light.

McDonough, September 17.—(Special Staff 
Correspondence.)—At the democratic rally 
in this handsome little city today Colonel 
Candler, State Chairman duBignon, Con- 
gressman Bartlett and a number of well- 
known local orators unlimbered the party 
guns and sent smashing broadsides into 
the ranks of the enemy. The voters of 
Henry county turned out in large numbers, 
and there was a. fair representation from 
the adjoining counties, but they were not 
all democrats by a good deal. Many popu- 
lists were present, and the gallery of the 
courthouse ‘was filled with negroes, to 
whom Colonel Candler devoted quite a 
large portion of his speech. The colonel 
does not show the slightest effects of his 
long and hard campaigning, and his voice 
is even stronger and more resonant than 
when he started out. Life on the stump 
seems to be doing the old war-horse good. 

The meeting was one of the sort that 
makes votes, and the county committee is 
greatly pleased with the results immediate- 
ly announced. The shifting of the political 
conditions in the state, for which the pop- 
ulists became responsible when they ‘began 
to trade and swap, and dicker with the 
republicans for office, was the text of most 
of the speakers, and they did not hesitate 
to point out in the plainest possible lan- 
guage what such an unholy alliance would 
lead to. The pitiful spectacle which North 
Carolina presents to the world was painted 
just as it is, and the question was asked 
if any white voter dare try to drag Georgia 
down to the same level by aiding the fu- 
sion ticket even in the matter of the most 
minor offices. There was no general an- 
ewer to the question today, but there will 
be next month when the votes are counted. 
The honest populists of Henry county were 
given something to think about. 

Offices—Not Principles. 

The point was made and driven home 
that populists and republicans could not 
consort together on principle, because their 
principles are diametrically opposed on all 
issues. It was shown that in politics they 
have no more in common than an Esquimo 
ané &Hotentot; and could not, as sincere 
and honest men, pull together in harness, 
for they had widely different roads to 
travel. The inevitable conclusion, then, was 
that the fusionists had fused for office 
only, and that the professional office-seek- 


ing populist had taken a republican bed- | 


fellow solely in the hope that both might 
be able to get something for themselves as 
@ result of the obnoxious relationsh‘p. The 
speakers—and especially Chairman duBig- 
non, who is in a position to know—told 
how this fact was already becoming patent 
to the third party tnen who deserted the 
democracy a few years ago because they 
Were earnest in their faith in the new 
movement, and who were now returning 
in disgust and indignation on finding out 
the real character of their leaders. 
Chairman duBignon has just returned 
after a week spent on a professiona) er- 
rand in North Carolina, and he gave his 
hearers the benefit of his experiences there. 
He told how the populist-republican combi- 


nation had brought disgrace and threaten-

selves. He read a letter from the late 
populist candidate for governor of North 
Carolina, in which the latter said that 
conditions had at last reached such a 
Stage that the only hope for good citizens 
Was to vote the straight democratic ticket, 
regardless of past party affiliations. 
Does Georgia Want This? 

To this, said Chairman duBignon, the 
office-hungry horde in the populist and 
republican parties, knowing that they could 
get nothing by fighting democracy single- 
handed, Were now trying to drag Georgia. 
They had taken off their masks and begun 
their nefarious work where it could be 
seen by all men—and smelt! He called at- 
tention to the present situation in the 
eleventh congressional district, where a 
renegade democrat is seeking office on a 
populist-republican fusion ticket, and 
where white men and negroes are urging 
his election from the same platform, In 
Other portions of the state the same sort 
of scheming and dickering was going on— 
no principle being involved other than that 
the white men and negroes were to divide 
the offices, if successful, on the North Car- 
Olinap plan. Several instances of the sort 
were mentioned, and when the speaker 
said he would rather see Georgia, with all 
her glorious history, slide off into the sea 
rather than that any of them should suc- 
ceed, his audience responded with force 
and promptness.

have even felt culled upon to investigate; 
for an investigation would do the democra- 
cy good, and they are afraid of the truth. 
A man who visits other states returns to 
Georgia to find his pride increased in Geor- 
gia’s energy, enterprise and progressive- 
ness. We appropriate more money for 
schools—and I want my colored hearers to 
listen to this, for his children get the same 
educational advantages that mine do so far 
as the state is concerned—than the states of 
Alabama, North Carotina, Mississippi and 
Louisiana multiplied vy three. The dem- 


| ocratic party has done everything for the 


negro in the way of advancing him to 
good citizenship, and if those here today 
can recall anything that republicanism or 
populism has ever done for them I would 
like to be advised of it. . 

“The secret populistic circular recently 
sent out to third party leaders urges them 
to try to deceive the public in the line of 
charging the democratic party with extrav- 
agance in the administration of estate af- 
fairs.

United Action Needed. 

The speaker spoke at some length in 
defense of the large appropriations for 
schools and pensions. He said that no 
state could spend money with more profit 
than to build and equ’p and maintain pub- 
lic schools, because it returned always in 
the shape of an intelligent, honest and 
Christian citizenship. His eulogy of the 
confederate soldier and his reference to 
their needs evoked continuous applause, 
and the populists present joined in with 
enthusiasm. Then he took up the question 
of party harmony, and: said that at no 
time in the history of the democratic par- 
ty was it more necessary for all factions to 
get together. He realized that there were 
many who, like himself, had in times past 
differed with the party and had found 
themselves in a sad minority, but that it 
was their duty, when the party spoke to 
make a prompt response to its call to 
arms. There was never yet, he said, a man 
who had fought his party but lived to 
regret his action. 

“Our government,” he gat mM S$ @ gO0V- 
ernment by party. Parties are born of 
public necessity, and because new ideas 
are presented and urged to be put in force. 
Some good men rebel, but it has always 
been and always will be through parties 
that the great will of the party is express- 
ed. Not a single piece of legislation is 
on the statute books of this country to- 
day but was put there by a political party. 
It is in that way that the people express 
themselves, and Edmund Burke has truly 
said that it is inconceivabie that any man 
should decline to take advantage of such an 
instrument. Your representative in con- 
gress or in state legislature can do noth- 
ing for you today if he does not belong 
to the dominant party, and in making 
up your ticket on election day I want 
you to think of that fact. Vote it all, from 
governor to coroner, and you will thea 
have done your whole duty by yourself, 
your family, your state and your party.” 

For White Supremacy. 

Mr. duBignon, took up the populist-re- 
publican fus’ condition and discussed it 
on the line wihich opens this dispatch, and 
in conclusion he said that, as chairman 
of the democratic state executive om- 
mittee, he wanted to tell his auditors that 
the signs were encouraging on al} sides, 
but that it was still necessary for every 
man who wanted to preserve the honor 
and integrity of Georgia to continue the 
good work. It was rot necessary, he said, 


for him to tell them what a populist-re- 


publican victory would mean, for they 
knew the ‘horror of it themselves. But 
he urged that a majority of a hundred 
thousand votes be rolled up in order that 
the threatening snake might be skotched 
at its birth, and Georgia might not even 
be insulted with a second effort to shackle 
it as North Carolina is shackled today. 
Wihen he stepped from the platform he 
was loudly cheered, and many stepped 
forward to shake his hand. 

Chairman Zachary called upon Colonel 
Bryant to introduce Colonel Candler, and 
Colonel Bryant d@id it well. He reviewed 
the democratic standard bearer’s record 
in politics, in the army and in private life, 
and showed that ‘he had never been found 
wanting in any capacity. When Colonel 
Candler climbed up on the platform the 
audience gave him the noisiest kind of a 
reception, and the bowed his thanks. In 
opening his address he briefly discussed 
his own candidacy, and said that the dec- 
laration of his platform when he first en- 
tered the race was still his platform, and 
that not a word or line had been changed. 
Then he took up the populists and the 
negroes and une republicans, and said: 

Colonel Candler’s Speech. 


‘Most of them are as sincere and honest 
as we, are, ‘they were induced to secede 
trom the democratic party in 1s92, because 
they had grown impatient of the burdens 
imposed upun them py unjust federal legis- 
lation. Those who prostituted the #armers’ 
Aillance and converted it into a political 
machine, for tneir own aggrandizement, 
taught them that the democratic party 
was equally responsible with the repubii- 
cans for the unjust legislation of which 
they complained. They were deceived. Ev- 
ery one of these laws was enacted by a re- 
publican house of representatives and a 
republican senate and approved by a fre- 
publican presicent over the protest of a 
large majority of democrats in both houses 
of congress. Our party was not respon- 
sible for a single one of them, and this 
is shown by the record. Being thus gross- 
ly deceived by the designing demagogues 
and place hunters, who were their seif-con- 
stituted leaders, they made a fearful mis- 
take when they formed a separate purty 
organization. 

‘They were induced to believe that they 
would secure a more speedy and effectual 
redress of grievances outside of the demo- 
cratic party than in it.

In Tennessee 
yesterday three of the strongest men in 
the populist state committee, one of them 
Mr. McDowell, a member of their national 
committee, resigned from it and declared 
for MeMillin, the democratic candidate 
for governor. Mr. McDowell is a good 
man and the most influential populist in 
Tennessee. He assigns as a reason for 
this action by him and his colleagues that 
‘the populists have. absolutelv no hope. 
fecause of the disintegration of their state 
and national organization.’ 

“The democrats have nominated a man 
for governor in whom we have confidence. 
We believe his pledges for reform will be 
earried out. While always vigorously op- 
posing the populists, he has treated us 
courteously and has never abused us.’ Mc- 
Millin was my cojleague in congress for 
many years. We have always agreed on 
the qvestions now claimine public atten- 
tion. Like him. I have vigorouslv onposed 
the popuiists becruse I believed the re- 
forms they and I want to brire about 
ean be accomplished more speedily and 
more effectrally in the democratte narty 
than throrgh a new party orranization— 
but I have never ebhused them. On the 
contrary. have eaid they are, most’ of 
thes. ea herest as T am.

Congressman Bartlett Speaks. 

It was this sort of gstraight-from-the- 
shoulder talking tpat won the audience, 
and every man in the large crowd gave a 
parting cheer when Colonel Candler con- 
cluded. Then Congressman Bartlett was 
introduced as one of the best representa- 
tives the district had ever sent to Wash- 
ington, and he made a very strong speech. 
He paid his compliments to populism in 
vigoraus fashion, and showed how the third 
party lacked sincerity in real principles. 
Reading from the record of the last legis- 
lature he brought out the fact that, al- 
trough the populist state convention had 
declared in favor of a new penitentiary 
system and the abolishing of the barrooms, 
their own candidate for governor, Mr, J. 
R. Hogan, had, as a member of the legis- 
lature, voted against the convict reform 
bil) and dodged roll-call on the anti-bar- 
room bill, both of which came up while he 
was in office. He asked if either such @ 
party or such candidates were to be en- 
trusted with the responsibilities of govern- 
ment. 

Congressman Bartlett launched into a 
rapid discussion of national affairs, and 
said that a new crisis was confronting the 
country, which would demand the careful 
attention and consideration of all inteili- 
gent voters. He said the government had 
broken away from the teachings of Mon- 
roe and Jefferson and Washington, and 
was seeking after new gods. He declared 
himself a rabid anti-annexationist, and de- 
manded thaf the ship of state be returned 
to anchorage at her old moorings. He crit- 
icised McKinley and Alger severely, and 
said that they were responsible for the 
mistakes of the war. He denounced the 
late bond issue, and said the stamp tax 
was inequitable, putting heavier burdens 
on the poor than on the rich. He asked 
his hearers if they indorsed his votes in 
congress on war measures, and they said

Hawkinsville, Ga., September 17.—(Spe- 
cial.)}—The democratic executive commit- 
tee met here Thursday to take some action. 
in the contest of A. J. Vaughn, the pres- 
ent sheriff, and J. R. Rodgers, who was 
declared to be the democratic nominee in 
the July nominations. Mr. Rodgers’s ma- 
jority over Mr. Vaughn was very small 
and Mr. Vaughn contested the election, 
charging that a number of illegal votes 
had been cast for Mr. Rodgers, and that if 
these were thrown out he would be the 
nominee of the party.

Montgomery, Ala., September 17.—(Spe- 
cial.)—-The most remarkable primary elec- 
tion ever known in Alabama was held in 
the eighth district today, 

It was the primary of the democratic 
party of that district to select a nominee 
to congress, but most of the republicans 
and populists of the district participated 
in it and every man voted for the return 
to congress of the little hero of Santiago, 
General Joseph Wheeler. 

Free silver and gold 
traders and protectionists, territorial ex- 
pansionists and contractionists, rich and 
poor, black and white, regardless of past, 
present or future party affiliations, all 
united on the one proposition to send Gen- 
eral Wheeler back to congress. Nota vote 
was cast against him in the district. 

An Independent District. 

There has always been a great deal of 
independence in politics in the eighth dis- 
trict. It is about the best fighting ground 
the republicans have in the state. Ever 
since the days of the brilliant independent, 
Willlam W. Lowe, party traces have rest- 
ed more lightly in that district than else- 
where in the state. Not since the civil 
war have the republicans failed to make a 
nomination there. 


His Friends Worked It. 


General Wheeler has been in congress 
for fourteen years. When he enlisted for 
the Cuban war he had two formidabie 
opponents for the nomination. The repub- 
licans were also priming several strong 
men for congress. Not from that time to 
this has General Wheeler been into his 
district, excepting his sad visit last week, 
when he came to bury his youngest son, 
and yet every vote cast today was in his 
favor. It will be recalled that in the 
meantime he hhas led the charge at San- 
tiago. 

Genera] Wheeler’s friends at home—and 
the most ardent admirers the little soldier 
has are the people among whom he has al- 
ways lived—managed matters very adroit- 
ly for him during his absence. It will be 
remembered that when he went with the 
army to Cuba a demand was made upon 
the governor to declare his seat in con- 
gress vacant and to provide for the elec- 
tion of a successor to him. The demand 
appeared to be sustained by the law in the 
case, but it was made so patent to the 
governor that the people of the district de- 
sired for Wheeler to represent them, not- 
withstanding his absence, that the exec- 
utive allowed the matter to stand. 

} An Appeal to the Voters, 

More than a month ago committees of 
Wheeler’s friends, composed of such men 
as Hons. Milton Humes, of Huntsville: W. 
J. Wood, of Plorence: John BE. Logwood, 
of Athens; C. M. Sherrod, of Courtland: 
E. B. Almon, of Tuscumbia, and H. T. 
Peebles, of Mooresville, sent circulars 
throughout the district appealing to the 
patriotism of the voters. They were re- 
minded that Wheeler was absent with the 
army in Cuba: that if he returned before 
the election he would be exhausted in his 
strength and not able to stand the labors 
of a campaign. It was suggested that h's 
nomination was a matter of course anda 
that {t would be a gracious and a patriotic 
thing for the people of the district to 
unite and to make it unanimous. The ctr- 
cular, among other things. said: 

&"Who is it among you, however so hum- 
ble, who has not at some time been the 
object of Mr. Wheeler’s attention? Not 
one of you ever wrote or spoke to him 
without prompt and courteous response. 
Wheeler is famous for his energy. No 
business properly entrusted to him was 
ever neglected. To properly accomplish 
this has required the employment of a 
number of clerks. whose pay has exhaust- 
ed his salary. He is scrupulously honest 
and will receive no pay as congressman 
while he is in the army. His personal and 
political record are beyond reproach, Every 
year in congress has added to his ability 
and influence.’’ : 

Continuing the circvlar gays: ““‘We appeal 
to you, however. not tecause Wheelt? is 
most capable of serving you; not that he 
has labored for you the best part of his 
life, practicaily without compensation; not 
because during the mext session, as the 
o'dest congressman—the father of the house 
—the man whom the nation respects and 
honors, he will secure for you all that it 
is proper for you to demand: not because 
we desire to have the experience of a rep- 
resentative in congress to take part in the 
new and great issues of public policy—a 
leader of whom General Kent officially re- 
ports from Santiago that ‘though il] and 
suffering, he was so perfectJy at home un- 
der fire that he inspired\all of us with 
confidence;’ but we desire General Wheeler 
to have that assurance, so rare in the life 
of any man who secures high place and 
office, that whatever may be extended to 
him elsewhere, it is here at home with bis 
friends and comrades and neighbors that 
he shall receive all that he will ask for 
and all that they can give.”’ 

Opposition All Withdrawn. 

And it was in response to this plea of 
Wheeler’s friends that his opponents with- 
drew from the race and the republicans 
and populists resolved to forego the nomi- 
nation of candidates and make General 
Wheeler’s election unanimous. 

The indications are today that an ex- 
ceedingly heavy vete was polled through- 
out the district.

Young Hughey fell, wounded by a Span- 
ish bullet, at the assault of the San Juan 
fortification on July 24. He was mortally 
wounded and although the surgeons did 
everything possible to relieve him, he died 
July %1 and was buried on the battlefield 
the next day. 

Robert Fulton Hughey was the first At- 
lanta man, so far as is known, who gave 
up his life for his country on the battlefield 
in Cuba. Although he was enlisted in the 
regular army, he did not enlist until after 
war was declared. 

At the time war was declared he evinced 
a strong desire to enter the service. He was 
in Kentucky at the time and enlisted in 
the Sixth infantry. The regiment was soon 
afterwards ordered to Cuba and young 
Hughey went with it. 

At the time of his death Hughey was 
twenty-eight years of age and was un- 
married. He had lived In Atlanta a num- 
ber of years, where he was well known. 
Mrs. Thomas Hughey, his mother, lives in 
West End and has a large number of 
friends in Atlanta. 

Robert Fultom Hughey was killed on 
July 2d and it was almost three months 
after his death that his relatives here 
learned of the fact. His name was seen in 
the press reports of the kiiled and wounded 
and letters were sent to officers of the 
fegiment and to the war department in- 
quiring rmto the details. After much delay 
and after exhausting all means to jearn 
whether or not young Hughey was dead his 
relatives received a letter several days ago 
from the lieutenant colone? of the Stxth in- 


fantry confirming the news amd stating 
that the young man fell while engaged with 


‘the enemy and while cunducting himself in 


yellow pine timber, 
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a gallant and truly American mamner. 

The Sixth regiment was engaged at San 
Juan on July ist, 2d and 3a@ and om each 
of the three days was under terriffic fire. 
Company B lost heavily during the three 
days of this engagement and every officer, 
with the exception of the second lieutenant, 
was left lying on the field either dead or 
wounded and the ranks were thinned out 
by deadly Spanish bullets. 

The regiment did gallant work at San 
‘uai-AnGd the letters received by Hughey’s 
relatives state that the men conducted 
themselves in a most praiseworthy mam- 
mer. Hughey had a iarge number of friends 
in Atlanta who will be grieved to dearn of 
his death. wre

hotel, on Peachtree street, this city, I met 

a native New Yorker, who purchased 4,000 

acres of land in Lowndes county, Georgia, 

about three years ago and has resided 
there and cultivated and improved that 
farm since that time. It cost him original- 
ly $5 per acre. It 18 well fitted with the 
necessary houses for tenants and laburers, 
with large barns and shedg and stalls for 
stock, and food for horses and cattle. Of 
the 4,000 acres, about 1,600 are in cultiva- 
tion, the remainder in criginal longleaf

court bailiff take the prisomerg from the 
cells downstairs to the courtroom’-on the 
second floor, when there is a full docket 
and a crowd, to be tried, . 

Yesterday afternoon nearly all the cells 
were filled and the march upstairs was of 
decided interest to the onlooker. 

The turnkey first opened the corridor 
where the white male prisoners are kept. 

“All out,” he cried as if he was a rail- 
road conductor at a termimus, and there 
was a shuffling of many feet. One fellow 
who was built on the “devil-may-care” 
order began to sing a song with the refrain 
“Jordan is a hard road to travel.”’ 

“The judge will make you sing another 
tune,” suggested a man who had “been 
there before.’ 

As each cel] door was opemed two or three 
prisoners popped out. From one cell a tall 
countryman emerged and as he did so he 
made a giant swing and landed against the 
opposite wall. 

“You can go back, you are too drunk 
for this load of poles,”’ said the turnkey as 
he pushed the inebriated prisoner back in- 
to the cell. 

“What for you come disturbing a gentle- 
man’s rest?’’ he muttered as he dropped 
on the fron bunk for another snooze. 

Next the corridor where the negro men 
are kept was opened and from nine cella 
twelve negroes were taken. They were for 
the most part a ragged, brutal looking set, 
with instincts that made the acme of hu- 
man existence a drunk and the chief end 
of man to live without working.

This was one of the verses Which a negro 
youth sang whose clothes hung on him by 
the grace of cohesion. 

From the corridor upon which opened the 
negro women’s cells five came who had 
been on a riotous drunk. They were illy 
clad and thelr.eyes were bloodshot. There 
was no songs or merriment in this party. 

In the celis on the second floor there were 
four white women and when the cell doors 
were opened one/of them, who was still 
arrayed in a ballroom costume, skipped

about in her pink satin slippers and said: 

“Just tell ’em that you saw me.” 

Uncle Jimmie Parish, the veteran court 
bailiff, opened the doors leading from the 
prison into the waiting rooms and from the 
rooms the prisoners were afterwards taken 
one by one in the presence of the court 
when Judge Amdy'’s matinee began. 


A huge sign.was hauled through the city 
yesterday afternoon for the purpose of ad- 
vertising an excursion to be given by the 
“United Order of CaJored Men and Wo- 
men.””’ The man whe was driving the 
wagon bearing the sig®. passed up Decatur 
street and went by the police barracks. 

“Whoa, there,’ shouted a policeman. 

The wagon was stopped and Patrolman 
Coker informed the driver if he did not 
have a written permit from the chief of 
police he would have to atop the proces- 
sion. There was no permit, 
than get into trouble, the negro tore the 
eign into pleces and hauled the tattered 
cloth and broken frame home for wash- 
rags and kindling. 

“Ef dey wants ter git de show adver- 
tised,””’ he said, mumbling to himself, “‘dey 
will have to git a nudder nigger’s waggin.” 

Recently the chief of police issued an or- 
der not to allow any more signs hauled 
through the streets without a special per- 
mit from him, and fiiis was the first in- 
stance of the rule being enforced.

Watson, an old megro, when asked 
by Judge Andy yesterday i.fternoon what 
he had to say about being drunk

The soil 
is a sandy, loamy top w.th a subsoil, not 
clay, but which is called “‘hardpan,’’ und 
holds the strength and fertility of the 
land quite as well or better than red clay. 
Hearing the owner, Mr. Grant 8. Scho- 
field, remark that his Georgia farm neigh- 
bors at first criticised his methods of cul- 
ture and are now beginning to adopt them, 
I asked him to state his plan of conduct- 
ing his farm, and he was courteous enough 
to outline it about as follows: 

“T take a double plow and have my land 
broken deep and thoroughly. As all the 
stumps and roots are removed, I can use 
any kind of plow and machinery. In the 
early fall I plant my oats and when they 
are harvested 1 plow the land again thor- 
oughly and plant it in corn. When this 
has been well cultivated and laid-pby, I 
drop peas between the corn rows. These 
grow two or three feet high by the time 
my corn is ready for the crib. The fodder 
is then stripped from the stalks and the 
stalks, with the ears attached, ure cut 
down near the ground und hauled to my 
threading machine. Putting the whole 
stalks, with corn ears on them, as they 
the machine, 
corn. is shucked and dropped from 
machine In one place and the stalk 
shuck are eut‘intuvu fine shreds for 
contain 40 per cent o# pure 
corn substance, which makes a most pala- 
table and efficient stock rood, of which 
mules and cattle are very found. These 
stalk threads average about one ten per 
acre, and my corn avérages about twenty 
bushels per acre. 

“The corn removed, left the peas growing 
In the field, and these peavines well loaded 
with fruit, are now ready to be cut, cured 
and stored also for stock food. I plant 
sugar cane amd sorghum, using the sirup 
from the cane for my tenants and laborers 
and the sorghum for fattening my hogs. I 
also plant a large area fn peanuts for my 
hogs and nothing is better to make them 
fat and thrifty. I keep my place well 
stocked with hogs and cattle and now have 
about 1,000 head of each. I shall soon fence 
my large tract of pine timber land into dif- 
ferent divisions and much of it I will plow 
and plant in peas, as I have found thatthe 
peas do about as well among the pines as 
in the corn fields. I shai! also soon collect 
a flock of sheep, as my food and pasturace 
is ample. My profit on this farm arises 
from the sale of my hogs and cattle and 
is never less than $10,000 a year, or 10 per

Champion for Georgia Will Try for 
Championship of South. 


LEADING COLLEGES TO BE REPRESENTED 


Much Interest Attaches to the Occa- 
sion and the Young Orators

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MR. JOHN ROACH STRATTON, WELL 
known fhroughout the state as the cham- 
pion orator of the south, is now in the 
city making arrangements for the next 
state inter-collegiate . oratorical contest, 
which will come off about the middle of 
October. 

At the last business meeting of the Geor- 
gia Inter-Collegiate Oratorical Association 
Mr. Straton, on account of his great in- 
terest in this organization and his merits 
as an orator, was elected its president. 

The date has not yet been definitely settled 
upon, but will be soon after the colf@kes 
of Georgia begin their fall sessions, which 
will give the aspirants time to prepare 
for the occasion. Mr. John Temple Graves 
offers the medal, and its winner will be the 
next state champion, 

There are some changes to be made at 
the next meeting of the state association 
which will make a victory this year more 
than ever to be desired. At the recent 
meeting of the Southern Oratorical Asso- 
ciation a complete reorganization of that 
Organization was perfected. 

Heretofore the Southern Association “has 
consisted of individual colleges in the sev- 
eral southern states, but under the new 
plan the winner in each state contest will 
be entitled to represent his state in the 
southern contest, where he will try for the 
championship of the south, the honor 
which Mr. Straton won for Georgia this 
year. 

At the recent meeting Mr. Straton was 
elected president of the Southern Oratori- 
cal Association, was commissioned to write 
a constitution for the reorganized assocla~- 
tion and to extend the formal invitation 
to the Georgia association. He will extend 
this invitation at the next regular meet- 
ing and Georgia will then doubtless be- 
come a constituent member of the reorgan- 
ized Southern Association, 

Under this arrangement the winner in 
this year’s state contest will not only hold 
the championship of the state, but will 
fo as Georgia’s representative in the south- 
ern contest. This lends an additional in- 
terest to this year’s event, which promises

Each college will send a special train of 
supporters to cheer on its representative.

RARE FESTIVITIES 
DOWN IN “DIVE” 


Big Time in the Negro Dance Hall 
Last Night. 


MANY SPECTATORS PRESENT, 


How the Negroes Had a Cakewalk and 
Danced the Buck. 


THE “DIVE” IS A NOTED PLACE 


Escaped Convicts and Bad Characters 


Caught There—How the Fancy 
Dancing Was Carried Out.

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THE “DIVE” ON DECATUR STREET, 
that hall of negro merriment in its orig- 
inality, was the scene of revelry last night 
which has never been equaled by anything 
of the kind before in the city. As a usual 
thing, the “‘Dive’’ has only the kind of 
people in. the audience that take part in 
the festivities, but last night council mem- 
bers, police commissioners, citizens and 
strangers were there to witness one of the 
novel cake walks which take place on spe- 
cial occasions. 

But first it must be told what the “Dive’’ 
is. 

In the basement of a brick building near- 
ly opposite the police barracks a former 
police janitor has a licensed hall, where 
every night except on Sunday a dance 
is given. All men are charged 6 cents 
admission, but the women dare admitted 
free. One dance is given free to all who 
enter the hall, and other dances are charg- 
ed for at the rate of }cents a corner. Upon 
a raised platform there is a piano, or 
what was once a piano in the dim and 
dusty past, a base violin with a cold, and 
@ patty-hand man, who keeps time to 
the music (7) by patting his hands. Into 
this place nearly all the negroes of police 
court fame repair to have a good time 
betweem 8 and 12 o'clock at night. The 
“Dive” is tolerated by the police because 
the proprietor stands in with the authort- 
tles and informs on any person wanted 
by them who enters the place. Escaped 
convicts, thieves and other characters 
wanted Sy the police are often caught in 
this way. 

Last night special seats were arranged 
for the white spectators and the room 
was decorated with flowers and ever- 
greens. 

At 9:30 o'clock, a late and fashionable 
hour, six couples marched around the 
room to contest for the cake.

R. SPALDING TALKS «| 


DIES NATURALLY 


The Finish Was Witnessed by a Large 
Number of Spectators. 


THE FIREMEN ARE VICTORIOUS 


The Assorted Merchants Fell Down in 
Every Point of the Game.

THE FIRST SEASON OF THE CITY 
League came to an inglorious end at Bris- 
bine park yesterday afternoon, the dying 
strue.z:es of the ill-fated association being 
witnessed by one of the largest crowds of 
uhe entire season. 

It seemed to be generally agreed by the 
crowd at the park, which, though badly im- 
posed on, retained its good humor through- 
out, that the game yesterday, had it not 
been the last of the series, would, from 
the nature of things, have brought the 
league to a sudden and precipitate close. 

Some difliculty was had before the game 
could be arranged, and the Firemen were 
for a time of the belief that it was best 
for them to quit with the laurels they 
had already won, rather than stand the 
risk of being vanquished in the closing 
contest.

One of the Oldest Roads. 

The Baltimore and Ohio is more than 
seventy years old. It was one of the first 
railroads built in the United States. For 
more than a generation dating from the 
war it was known as a Garrett property. 
John W. Garrett, of Baltimore, was its 
president and he ran the road. When he 
retired from the management in the 
eighties, his son Robert was placed at the 
head of the system. Robert Garrett was a 
young man and could not cope with the 
older men who dhandled competing lines. 
He made costly mistakes. He started a 
telegraph line, an express line, and he bullt 
an extension from Baltimore to Philadel- 
phia. These ventures ran the company 
deeply in debt. The young president was 
attacked by paresis and died. The prop- 
erty struggied on under its gigantic pile 
of debt until it was forced into a receiver- 
ship. Judge Cowen, who for years had 
been its general counsel, became receiver. 
Oscar Murray was appointed co-receiver. 
Mr. Murray has had charge of the opera- 
tions and traffic of the system. He has 
made great improvements in its physical 
condition and has built up its traffic. He 
has been accused time and again of de- 
moralizing rates. Sometimes he denied the 
charge and at other times he accused 
competitors with beginning it. He has 
never been disciplined by dis trunk line 
competitors, but a few days ago the roads 
west of the Mississippi river running into 
the southwest withdrew all divisions with 
the Baltimore and Ohio and they are now 
drawing blood every minute. 

When J. W. Garrett died he left his stock 
to his three children. Only one survives— 
Miss Mary Garrett. She owned stock 
which ha@ a par value of more than $5,000,- 
000. A few weeks ago she sold it, perhaps 
to this Chicago gyndicate. What she got 
for it has never been published. 

lhe Baltimore znd Ohio can be made a 
powerful trunk line, and if it is merged 
with the Great Northern it should become 
One of the greatest of American railroad 
properties. 

Both the Wisconsin Central.ana@ the Chi- 
cago Great Northern have reputations as 
disturbing elements in the western rail- 
road situation.

replies from every road. 

The railway presidents answer they will 
attempt to be present in person, and if not, 
then they will be ably represented by some 
one empowered to act. Mr. Woodson will 
select the exact time of the meeting Mon- 
day. He could not state yesterday after- 
noon when it would be held. 

This conference is of the greatest im- 
portance to Atlanta merchants and local 
commercial interests. The railroads have 
virtually been warned that unless they de- 
sist in their unfair discrimination against 
this city the case will be carried to the 
United States circuit court for the purpose 
of forcing them to do so by means of in- 
junction. 

The letters. received by Mr. Woodson 
were friendly and from the general tone 
it is believed the roads will be willing to 
co-operate in any equitable settlement of 
the matter. It looks, therefore, as if the 
problem will be solved, or plans for the 
solution made at this conference. 

In case the roads do not manifest any 
interest in the city’s demands, however, 
the chamber of commerce will lose no time 
in appealing to the courts, it is said. That 
body is now trying to settle the difficulty 
by peaceable methods. In case these fail,

ning by serming her a box of poisoned 
candy to Dovér, Del. 

The fact that such an officer arrived in 
the city with such a prisoner was of itself 
a most interesting story, but when there 
is added to it the further fact that the 
sheriff threw a mystery about himself and 
origoner by hiding where it was impossible 
to find him lends a still greater interest to 
the affair. 

Yesterday morning about 9 o’clock a 
stranger approached a gentleman at the 
union ticket office at the depot and said he 
was desirous of purchasing two tickets 
through to San Francisco. He _ further 
stated that he had in custody a young man 
who was wanted to testify in the Dunning- 
Botkin murder case. 

The stranger was to have left yesterday 
afternoon at 4:20 o’clock on the Atlanta and 
West Point train, but he did not‘do so. 

The young man whom he said he had in 
custody was not left at either the police 
barracks or the county jail 

All the hotels and central boarding houses 
were called upon and there was no trace of 
the California sheriff and his murder wit- 
ness.

The case is one thut is 
quite peculiar, inasmuch as Edwards went 
to Griffin to stand tria] on another charge, 
and just as he came clear he was arrested 
on the charge for which he is now jailed.

Thirty-two days ago Edwards was ar- 
rested in Griffin on the charge of fraudu- 
lently using the mails. His trial on a 
— of forgery had just taken place, 
a the jury gave him a verdict of “‘not 
guilty.” He thought he was a free man, 
but before he could step from the court- 
room he was again a prisoner. 

It was claimed by the Diamond (il Com- 
pany, of Cleveland, O., that Edwards 
wrote a letter to them dunning them for 
money which they didn’t owe, znd using 
threats. 

Edwards was seen in the jal] last night 
by a reporter of The Constituiion. He 
looked wild when he peeped through the 
bars of the cell door. 

“Ohh, you reporters,’”’ he said, “‘you fust 
want to get me in worse trouble, but my 
conscience is clear, and I don’t mind tell- 
ing you all about it. I was working for 
that oil company ,and it owed me money, 
and when I wrote and asked them for it 
they got nad and here I amin fail. I went 
to Griffin to give myself up, 2nd to stand 
tria} on an old charge they had against 
me, and when judge and jury pronounced 
me not guilty, they slapped mé: back In 
jail..

Saturday, October Ist, the day set to 
work for the home at Decatur—the cause 
most makes it a hallowed day. 

Perhaps the time set for this work day 
for the orphanage would have escaped my 
mind but for the circumstance that caused 
me to overhear some jittle children while 
at their play. All unconscious of any 
living soul being in hearing but them- 
selves, these children discussed this ocea- 
sion and impressed me that little ones 
had larger notions than grown folks give 


them credit for and that we might often 
profit through their simple faiths and 
Sayings. I am sure that these of yesterday 
impressed me with what weight simple 
training has to do with the ideas of child- 
hood. 

“We can all 
of us.” 

These were the first words I overheard 
and they were uttered by one of the larg-

est of the children without any one ceas- 
ing to work—their little hands busy plac- 
ing moss, pretty white rocks, pieces of 
glass and other things around by the roots 
ef the tree where they had chosen their 
play house. 

“Mamma has promised me all the eggs 
I find on that day and I am going to listen 
so that no hen will cackle without my 
hearing her,’ said another of the little 
ones. 

“I dest didn't know what I could do till 
I thought and thought and thought. But 
I have it fixed now—I will black papa’s 
shoes, and mamma's shoes, and big broth- 
er’s shoes and all the shoes, and this will 
make me safe,’ was said by a very small 
boy, as his eyes twinkled and his face 
flushed. 

“I shall cut the weeds and sweep 
yard,” said another. 

“And what can little Mary do?” 

When this was asked it seemed to stump 
the crowd, for little Mary was surely a 
small individual and had never ceased to 
place the moss éhe was handling nor even 
raised her eyes from her work till— 

“What will Httle Mary do?’’ was asked 
again. 

“I knows what I'll do,’’ said Mary, stop- 
ping work for a moment. 

“What? What?’ asked all the crowd in 
chorus. 

“I'll dest pray to God,” she said, simply. 

‘Pray!’ exclaimed the children, some 
laughing and some looking serious. 

“I'll dest pray!’’ 

“Pshaw,” said the large boy of the 
crowd, as he resumed his work, “did you 
ever know anything got by prayer?’ 

I don't know where the question would 
have led to nor what would have been the 
evidence in the case had it not been for 
the cracking of a twig under Brown's 
foot and calling the children’s attention to 
our presence. As it was the children ap- 
pealed to me to know what I thought of 
little Mary’s chance of getting anything. 
It was too big a question for me and to 
escape the responsibility I agreed to tell 
them a little story, the truth of which 
can be verified by many people yet living 
in Alabama and Georgia. 

“Ihe story, the story,’ agreed the chil- 
dren, as they prepared to listen, and I be- 
gan: 

It was in Randolph county, Ala., at the 
little town of Wedewee, on a creek of 
the same name. 

It was not so long ago, for Randolph 
is quite a new county in compar'son with 
#ome other counties in that state or, es- 
pecially, in Georgia. 

Wedowee creck is a2 swift mountain 
stream that runs about tiirough the cen- 
ter of the county and cmpties into the 
Tzellapoosa river seme eight miles from 
the county seat—Wedowee. When the 
ccunty was first established the county 
seat was placed immediately along the 
banks of WedoOwee creek at a place 
known to old people as Merrill's mill. 
‘The first two ccurts of the county were 
held under trees at this site, with onlv 
logs for tenches and the branches of the 
trees for ghelter. Subsequently a ivog 
courthouse was built a mile away, and 
was the starting of the prosterous town 
now known as Wedowee. 

I had most forgot to state that the first 
jail of the county was simply a large hol- 
low poplar tree which had fallen along 
the banks of the creek and here had beet 
sawed smooth at the ends, dressed out on 
the inside and was considered’ a very 
good prison at the time. My story ‘s 
about the first man who had occupied this 
prison, accused of murcer and the crime 
was the first of the sort ever committed 
in the new county as, no dcubt, the re- 
cords will show. 

A most dastardly murder had been com- 
mitted down on the Tallapoosa river amd 
a@ crroner’s inquest had put the crime 
upon a young man whose mother lived 
on the ridge road about half way between 
the river and the town of Wedowee. This 
poor widowed mother lived in a lonely 
cabin home, but she had gone there from 
an older county and had seen a better 
day and, perhaps, if her husband had not 
been killed by the bite of a rattler soon 
after their arrival in Randolph, there 
would have been many more comforts 
around that home. Anyhow. a -‘nurder 
had been committed and this poor wo- 

an’s son, an only child, was charged with 
che crime. 

Big court caine, the trial was had, a ver- 
dict of guilty was brought tn by the jury 
and the young man was gentenced to be 
hung upon a certain Friday in the near 
future. All the evidence was circumstah- 
cial, but every link was so joined and com- 
plete that the people were inflamed and 
a lynching was almost accomplished when 
the iawyers talked of delay. The poor 
mother had sold her horse, her cattle, her 
hogs, everything that would sell, to defend 
her boy, for le claimed to be innocent, and 
she, of ail the world, believed him, but 
nothing could prevail, the prisoner must 
hang, and a scaffold was built and arrange- 
ments mad>. 

The fatal Friday was at hand. 
fore daylight upon the day people began 
to pass along the road by the mother’s 
eabin. The poor woman heard them and 
knew they were gathering to see the hang- 
ing. Hangings were not so common in 
those days and peopie came from other 
counties, from long distances, to see the 
sight. The mother would listen and the 
rumble of wagon was’ hearé@ Some on 
horses went galloping by, some on foot 
and in crowds and drinking went by in a 
fussy manner, and the poor mother in 
the cabin knew that they were gathering 
to take the life of her boy about as they 
would gather to sce the sights of a circus. 
At last she could stand it no longer. Na- 
ture gave way and she fell exhausted upon 
her knees by a little bed—the boy's bed. 
“Oh, God!” she screamed, “have mercy, 
have mercy!” but not a sound came to 
disturb her loneliness.

The duke 0 
Devonshire’s bill for the reform of — 
dary education in Great Britain is mpg 
because of the decline of trade during t r 
past decade. The industrial advance 
Germany is a splendid demonstration 0 
the benefit of technical education to cq 
facturing processes. The shibboleth = 
education today is technical and norma 
training. That this instruction will be in- 
corporated in every progressive public 

schoo! system is beyond the shadow of a 
doubt. A large percentage of our teachers 
are women, and the state will be compelled 
to. afford them a sufficient educational 
equipment, willing or unwilling, 80 we 
predict that our girls will be admitted to 
every department of the University of 
Georgia. The federation bill for the ad- 
mission of women to the privileges of the 
highest educational institutions of the state 
will pray for all its privileges, in every 
branch college and the minor institution. 
Indeed, if we remember correctly, Hon. N. 
E. Harris, president of the board of trus- 
tees of the Technological school, express- 
ed himself as favoring the admission of 
women to the textile department of that 
school. We believe that girls cannot be 
denied admission to the “Tech,” if they 
are willing and able to do the shop work 
required. Two years ago a young girl de- 
siring to enter the junior year at Vassar, 
and being prepared except in chemistry, 
applied for admission to take chemistry 
lectures and the laboratory work at the 
School of Technology. She would thus be 
saved an expense of $500 or $600 a year in 
omitting the sophomore course at Vassar. 
But she was refused admission. Now, if 
the Technological school is a part of the 
university, it should grant university priv- 
ileges and special courses in the depart- 
ments of physics, chemistry, etc. What 
we wish to emphasize is the fact that at 
no private school in Georgia could the 
young woman mM question do the grade of 
work required, and she was. denied the 
privitege by a state institution. A woman 
pursues thigher education in Georgia under 
some disadvantages. To say that equal 
opportunities are afforded the sexes be- 
cause the Norma] and Industrial schoo] at 
Milledgeville is especially for girls, and 
affords high enough education for any 
Woman, shows very poor logic and narrow 
intelligence. The educators in the state 
know that that splendid and _ useful in- 
stitution, for which we women of Georgia 
are devoutly grateful does not pre 
tend to bestow university education. If 
the university is no more advanced, it is 
a farce, and better be singing ‘Excelsior.’ 

“To return to manual training and the 
textile school. A year ago The Constitu- 
tion published a most interesting letter 
to the chairman of the. educational com- 
mittee of the federation from Chancellor 
Jesse, of the University of Missouri, in 
which he stated that women were admit- 
ted to every department of the university, 
and were ercouraged to work in the shops, 
as the demand for manual! training in pub- 
lic schools would be imperative ang wo- 
men muSt be prepared to teach it. He 
stated furthermore the the women stu- 
dents handled all machines except the 
very theaviest, and their work was of the 
most admirable’ kind, showing accuracy, 
patience and skill. 

“If Georgia is to be a great manufactur- 
ing state, she must educate her factory 
operatives; and if the rule of majorities 
prevails, the textile schoo] will be estab- 
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lished for women, but ‘the masculine mi 
nority will, we hope, be generously admit.

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The Y. M. C. A. 

It is a fact well known to the people 
of Atlanta that the Young Men’s Chris- 
tian Association of this city, as well as 
of almost every other city, is not self 
sustaining. It is necessary for’ the 
board of directors to raise each year 
from three to five thousand dollars by 
public subscription that the work may 
be kept up to the standard of public ex- 
pectation. : 

It will be necessary for the board of 
directors to raise about $4,000 this year 
Of this amount about $1,500 has been 
raised, and at the meeting of the board 
of direetors held yesterday it was de- 
cided to call upon the public for the 
remaining $2,500 during the week. 

We believe that the directors will have 
no trouble in raising this amount.

Coalition Candidate in South Georgia. 

It cannot be denied that, if there is 
to be a negro coalition in the eleventh 
district, those who favor it have selected 
the right man on whom to confer the 
unenviable honor of leadership, to-wit: 
Mr. J. M. Wilkinson, of Valdosta, a 
sometime democrat, more recently a 
ranting McKinleyite, and, at present, a 
representative and leader in the populist 
and negro coalition, which has been 
formed for the purpose of defeating the 
re-election of Congressman Brantley. 

On August 2, 1897, Mr. Wilkinson 
wrote a letter to The Macon Telegraph 
in which he broke the ice, so far as 
negro coalition is concerned. He an- 
nounced himself as a McKinleyite, and 
had a good deal to say in praise of the 
negro office holders, announcing that he 
would rather see them in office than to 
see Coxey, Debs and W. H. Harvey 
holding similar positions. Now, Coxey 
is a populist pure and simple, Debs is 
a labor agitator and Mr. Harvey isa free 
coinage democrat. 

In this letter, which was ‘printed in 
The Macon Telegraph on the 4th of 
August, 1897, Mr. Wilkinson resented 
with Some heat democratic criticisms of 
Mr. McKinley for appointing negroes 
to office in the south.» “These colored 
men,” he said, “helped to defeat Bryan 
and worked for the election of McKin- 
ley and are entitled to the rewards of 
good citizenship.” 

It is clear that we have in this 
letter the first hint of negro coalition in 
the eleventh district. The tone of it 
shows that the writer thereof had re- 
ceived a hint in regard to the matter. 
He knew that the white voters would 
resent any direct proposition to com- 
bine with the negroes and divide offices 
with. them; but he knew also that by 
a little skillful manipulation it would 
be possible to secure the coalition of a 
certain element in the populist party 
with the negro element. At any rate, 
it could do no harm to feel around, and 
this letter was the feeler. He still call- 
ed himself a democrat, but avowed him- 
self to be a McKinleyite, an advocate 
of Dingleyism and an indorser of negro 
office-holding. 

In his eagerness to curry favor with 
the negroes, he omitted to mention the 
fact that the southern people were crit- 
icizing McKinley not so much for ap- 
pointing negroes to office, as for re- 
fusing to appoint them to office in the 
northern and western states, where the 
colored voters hold the balance of 
power. The democrats knew that if a 
republican president were elected the 
result would be the appointment of ne- 
groes to office; that much was assured; 
what they objected to was that they 
should be appointed in communities 
where the event was sure to revive re- 
sentment and race prejudice on both 
sides of the color line. 

But this is immaterial. What is most 
important is the fact that Mr. Wilkinson 
is now engaged in an effort to rope the 
white farmers of the eleventh district 
into a negro coalition which is sure to 
bring the same disgraceful and degrad- 
ing results in that district that it has 
brought about in ‘North Carolina. The 
white voters of that district should see 
to it that they and their families are 
not made the victims of such an in- 
famous alliance. This is a matter‘that 
goes deeper than politics, and those who 
suffer themselves to be led into such 
a trap will repent it in sackcloth and 
ashes. And the white voters who are 


fools enough to allow their prejudices 
against democrats to carry them into 
such a scheme deserve to be made the 
vietims. We shall sympathize with 
their wives and daughters, but not with 
the men who sacrifice their interests.

Having imported the very conditions 
that have produced the pauperization of 
labor in Europe, is it any wonder that 
we should be witnesses to the same re 
sults? Those of our readers who ap-

New England are already receiving low- 
er wages than the pauper labor which 
ekes out a scanty living in the ¢Xxton.

They have had time 
ly warning during the past twenty odd 
years, and still they have persisted in 
supporting the men and measures most 
active in bringing their earning capac: 
ity below that of the pauper labor in 
the mills of Lancashire. They have 
been deceived by the tariff heelers. 
While the money power has been mov- 
ing heaven and earth to cut off half of 
the money supply and thus make the 
dollar dearer, wages lower and the 
products of labor cheaper, the tariff 
heelers have been informing these un- 
fortunate operatives and their brethren 
that a high tariff is necessary in order 
to prevent the pauper lebor of Europe 
from competing with them in their home 
market. Thus deceived, the New Eng- 
land workingmen have voted stolidly 
for protection and the gold standard; 
and now they find themselves undone! 

Well, it is a dreadful story, but we 
find it cheerfully told in the columns 
of The American Wool and Cotton Re 
porter, and the cheerfulness is based on 
the suggestion, “Why cannot the Amer 
ican cotton manufacturer undersell Eng- 
land in the markets of the world?’ 
And, if he can, why this whine about 
southern competition? Such, men and 
brethren, is the ground of good cheer 
with respect to the disclosure that our 
own pauper labor is on a lower level of 
earning capacity than the pauper labor 
is Lancashire. When the gold stand- 
ard walked in at one door the rights 
and dignity of labor walked out at the 
other. 

We shall refer to the difference in 
wages in the two countries more partic- 
ularly in another article, making the 
official price list calculations of The 
Wool and Cotton Reporter the basis of 
our authority. Meanwhile, what be 
comes of the old cry and warning about 
the pauper labor of Europe? If, as Mr 
Atkinson says, cheap labor is really dear 
labor, wouldn’t it be well for the New 
England manufacturers to raise the 
wages of their operatives at least to the 
European level? 

Thus far we have seen no discussion 
of this new question in the columns of 
our sturdy New Pngland contempora- 
ries. The probability is that they will 
fight shy of it; but what will be the 
feelings of the deluded operatives when 
they hear of it? 

The heart-breaking record of the gold 
standard is enough to make the ghosts 
of all the lesser thieves of the world 
turn green with envy at the remarkable 
achievements of the money power.

The Mistake of Mr. Blake, of Texas. 

The Galveston News, attracted by the, 
“well conceived, strong, able, timely” 
Labor Day speech delivered in Dallas 
on the 5th instant by Hon. J. W. Blake, 
does him the honor of makjng it the 
subject of an editorial article. In the 
course of its comments The News makes 
some extracts from the speech, and these 
carry with them the unmistakable notes 
of eloquence and earnestness. They 
impressed us deeply, so much so that 
we sought and found the complete re- 
port of Mr. Blake’s strong speech. 

In reading it, the impression made 
became deeper, and finally grew into 
familiarity, for we found ourselves once 
more, as of old, in the presence of 
Henry W. Grady. ‘The extracts which 
attracted our attention in The Galveston 
News are taken almost bodily from the 
“Centralization” speech delivered by Mr. 
Grady before the societies of the Unl- 
versity of Virginia on June 25, 1889. 

It is ‘a pity that Mr. Blake fell into 
the mistake of appropriating, without 
acknowledgment, the eloquent words 
of Henry Grady. If the rest of the La- 
bor Day speech was not appropriated 
from gome other source, it shows that 
Mr. Blake is capable of making a fine 
address on his own account—that he was 
under no necessity of making this sur- 
prising raid on the ideas and language 
of Mr. Grady. 

Mr. Blake, having occasion to refer to 
the power of speculative capital when 
used to corner the necessaries of life 
turns to Mr: Grady’s eloquent excoria- 
tion of the illegitimate use of .money, 
puts in the name of Leiter, and the 
transformation is complete. When he 
desires to protest against paternalism 
he again filches from Mr. Grady. The 
fact that a few verbal alterations are 
made here and there does het alter mat- 
ters. The changes do not improve MTr. 
Grady’s text, nor dothey give Mr. Blake 
the right to use it without due acknowl- 
edoment. ® 

We regret to have to refer to the 
matter, but -this spoliation of Mr 
Grady’s speeches have already attracted 
the attention of many of his admirers 
who have his speeches in book form, 
and the exposure was sure tocome. Un- 
der all the circumstances, it is best 
that it should be made in the columns 
over. which Mr. Grady presided; for 
here it can be tempered with that large 
tolerance and abounding charity which 
were the keynotes of Mri Grady’s 
character. 

It is to be hoped that Mr. Blake’s 
mistake, which is serious enough to 
throw a shadow over al) his future ef- 
forts, will be a warning to those who 
are sometimes tempted to anpronritate 
other men’s thoughts and words. If the 
thoughts and words are of any moment 
the appronriation is sure to attract at- 
tention. This means exposure, and ex- 
posure means the contempt of the pub- 
lic. It seems a heavy penaltv to pay 
but. in truth, there fs no crime more 
contemptible than the purloining of 
other people’s thoughts. and words. To 
filching it adds imposture.

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ILLUMINATES THE WORLD. 


Washington, September 17.—(Special.)— 
The official figures at the treasury depart- 
ment give some highly interesting facts 
concerning the extent to which the United 
States illuminates the world. According 
to certain tables recently compiled by the 
bureau of treasury statistics there has 
been a steady increase in the export sale 
of mineral! olls and they go into almost all 
the countries of the globe. 

In discussing this growth a bulletin just 
issued by Statistician Austin says: 

“The United States illuminates the world 
more effectively and completely each year. 
Despite the fear so frequently expressed of 
late that the large production of petroleum 
in Russia and Dutch East Indies and the 
incrgased use of electricity for lighting 
purposes would reduce our valuable exports 
of illuminating oils. The year just ended 
has shown the greatest exportation of that 
article in the history of that important 
branch of our foreign commerce, and the 
figures for August show the largest expor- 
tations of oi) for any single month on 
record. The reports of the treasury bu- 
reau of statistics show that the exports 
of mineral oils in the fiscal year 1898 
passed the billion gallon line, the total, 
including all classes, being 1,034,269,676 gal- 
lons, against 973,614,946 gallons in 1897 and 
890,458,994 gallons in 1896. 


‘The large production of mineral oils in 
other parts of the world, while it has not 
reduced our exportation, has probably re- 
duced the prices which our producers and 
exporters have been able to realize. The 
exports of oil .in the year 1898 were prac- 
tically double those of 1888 and three times 
those of 1878, but the money received for 
them was only about 25 per cent greater 
than that received either in 1878 or 1888. 
The total receipts for the 1,034,263,676 gal- 
lons of oil exported in 1898 were $66,126 578, 
while for the 578,351,638 gallons exported in 
188 the receipts were $47,042,409 and for the 
338,841,303 gallons exported in 1878 the re- 
ceipts were $46,574,974. The average export 
value of refined illuminating oil was in 
1872, 24.9 cents per gallon; in 1878, 14.4 cents 
per gallon; in 1888, 7.9 cents per gallon and 
in 1898, 5.2 cents per gallon, having thus 
fallen from 24.9 cents to 5.2 cents from 
1872 to 1898. Notwithstanding this steady 
fall the production and exportation con- 
tinues to increase, the exports having in- 
creased over 60,000,000 gallons in the past 
year over that of the preceding year and 
over 100,000,000 gallons over that of any 
earlier vear, while the production for 1897 
was 2,528,067,984 gallons, against 2 023,331,972 
in 1894; 1,476,867,546 im 1890; 1,017,174,396 in 1885; 
836,394,182 in 1880 and 610,825,588 in 1876. Thus 
while the price has been steadily and 
rapidly falling the quantity produced and 
the quantity exported have as steadily and 
rapidly increased. The ,y:vduction m 1897 
was five times that'of 1876 and the exporta- 
tion of last year nearly five times that of 
1876. Great as the fall tn price has been, 
the exports of illuminating cil bring over 
$1,000,000 a week Into the country and have 
in the past twenty years added a round bil- 
lion of dollars to our foreign sales.”’ 

The figures show an increase in our gale 
of mineral olls of from 221,000,000 gallons in 
1875 to more than 1,000,000,000 gallons in 
1898. This meant fn 1898 that from this in- 
dustry alone there was brought into this 
country more than 66,000,000. 

Tne followimg table showing the coun- 
tries to which our oll was exported in 1898 
indicates the wide distribution which this 
article of our commerce obtains.

Charles E. Jones, of Augusta, for the in- 
formation that during the ninety-seven 
years of its active history the University 
of Georgia has been consigned to the super- 
intendency of five presidents and four 
chancellors, The presidents were as fol- 
lows: 

Josiah Meigs, LL. D., 1901-1811. 

John Brown, D. D., 1811-1816. 

Robert Finley, D. D., 1817. 

Moses Waddell, D. D., 1819-1829. 

Alonzo Church, D. D., 1829-1859. 

With the exception of Mr. Meigs, as to 
whose religious persuasion we are not ad- 
vised, these presidents were, ali of them, 
Presbytertans,

Mr. Woodward’s Letter. 

Mr. Woodward dictated last night the 
following letter to Mr. Martin, defining his 
position on the whisky problem, declaring 
that he was not a prohibitionist, but a 
teetotaler. He says that he will hold 


| meetings about the city during his cam- 


paign and will talk to the voters, but does 
not say that he will meet Mr. Martin on 
the stump. His letter in full follows: 

“Atlanta, Ga., September 17, 1898.—Mr. E. 
W. Martin. Dear Sir: Your communica- 
tion of even date received and in answer 
will say that your references in regard to 
municipal ownership of light plant were 
very clearly answered by me in an inter- 
view in The Journal of September 10th, as 
follows: — 

“"T have always been and am now in 
favor of municipal ownership of the city 
lighting plant. I was chairman of the city 
council committee that first put electric 
lights in this city. I favored municipal 
Ownership at that time, and have never 
seen any reason to change my views on the 
question.’ 

“In reply to the next part of your letter 
as regards my voting and working to ac- 
complish that end, I will say thaf I have 
answered that part of your communication 
in a letter addressed to the Municipal 
League, and which was published in botn 
the daily papers. If your dullness prevents 
you from understanding plain English 
words I cannot certainly be held reapon- 
sible for it. I am satisfied that the people 
of Atlanta understands my position. 

“Your statement that the mayor has'a 
vote on matters of legislation in case of a 
tie vote is incorrect. The mayor has noth- 
ing to do with legislation only by use of 
veto. He presides only in case of election 


, Of some officer of the city that is elected by 


council, and in case of tie has deciding 
vote. At all other times the mayor pro 
tem. presides and has the casting vote in 
case of tie. I therefore repeat, ‘the mayor 
has no vote in the securing of a public 
lighting plant.’ 

“As to that part of your letter in refer- 
ence to the liquor question, I will eay that 
[ have not tried to play on both sides, and 
therefore the people are not demanding 
to know where I stand. I have served one 


| term in the general council and am serving 


my second term in the aldermanic board— 
eight years in all—since the last prohibi- 
I am a teetotaler of neariy 
twenty-four years standing—a eplendid rec- 
ord of total abstinence, but I am opposed 
to prohibition and blind tigers and libera!) 
in my views. I do not represent myself to 
be a prohibitionist when I am with people 
of that belief and also an anti-prohibition- 
ist when in company with people who en- 
tertain liberal views..The people of At- 
lanta know my views and record on the 
liquor question, and if you have allowed 
yourself to get tangled up on that matter I 
cannot help it. I will try and help you by 
saying that I am not a prohibitionist, but 
an extréme temperance man in my own 
habits, while you are an extreme prohibi- 
tionist, but you will have to answer as to 
whether you are a teetotaler or not. 

“I have very thoroughly answered vour 
letter on the points you named, and have 
very thoroughly placed myself on record, 
through the public prints,- upon varfous 
Other matters that affect the people of At- 
lanta—such as salaries to school teachers, 
firemen, policemen, sanitary people, etc.. 
but up to the present time you have very 
studiously avoided saying anything unless 
it was to those people individually. 

‘As regards Your proposition. tor » joint 
debate, I must say that I do not know 
that the people desire to attend meetings of 
that kind. I have very freely and fully 
made myself understood upon all questions 
that have been },rought into this campaign 
and the people know me from my past 
public record. \ expect to meet the people 
in different parts of the city and talk to 
them, as I have already done on two or 
three occasions, and I may hold some large 
meetings in the center of the city, if, in the 
opinion of my friends, it seems to be neces- 
sary. Further than this I canmot say at 
this time " 

“As you furnished The Constitution a

-time, you did to me, you will please accept 
this printed letter as my apawer to you 
Very respectfully, J. G. WOODWARD.”

ED HARRALSON WRITES HOME. 


Another Atlanta Boy Receives a 
Promotion in the Army in 
Cuba. 

Lieutenant Ed Harralson, son of Mr. and 
Mrs. M. Harralson, of this city, who is 
now in Cuba with General Lawton's corps, 
has also received a promotion by being 
placed in charge of a squad of officers. 

He writes the following letter to nis par- 
ents: 

“Santiago de Cuba, August 3, 1898.—I 
am about to leave on the steamer San 
Juan for Baracoa, a city on the northern 
coast of Cuba, said to be the healthiest 
city in Cuba. I would have written before 

ut have not been here, and this is the 
only postoffice of the United States on the 
island at present. I was detached from 
my regiment temporarily by General Law- 
ton and put in charge of twelve sergeants, 
twelve corporals and 108 men to guard all 
of the deserted camps left by soldiers re- 
turning to the United States. 

“I consider my commission quite an hon- 
or. I had twelve camps to go to each day, 
covering from thirty-five to forty miles. 
I was given a beautiful horse for this pur- 
pose. I got up at 5 o’clock and returned 
from 10 to 12 o'clock at night. I had a 
very dangerous route through the moun- 
tains; had to go by myself. I was shot at 
twice one day just as I was leaving one 
-of my outposts. I was not struck, al- 
though the last shot missed me only elght 
or ten inches. My whole squad ran to m 
assistance, and after skirmishing throug 
the woods we found a Cuban, put could 
prove nothing. 

“T have gained twelve pounds since my 
arrival] here. Never felt better in my lfe. 
I have been thrown all around yellow fe- 
ver. Bveryone of the deserted camps here 
had from five to twenty yellow fever pa- 
tients left there, and I had to go right 
among them. The fever is a very mild type, 
and I thave not feared it much. 

“This is a beautiful country—a city hem- 
med in by mountains. I have not received 
a line since my arrival in Cuba, out no 
one in our regiment has. : 
“LIDBUTENANT ED HARRALSON, 
“Company G, Third United States Volun- 
teer Infantry, Baracoa, Cuba.” 


THE INSURANCE FIELD. 


The Dubuque Life Association «’as beén 
organized. 


The Scottish Alliance Assurance Com- 
pany will enter the United States through 
Massachusetts or Connecticut and. will 
probably extend ite operations to other 
states. 


The Connecticut Indemnity Association 
did not succeed in raising the $96,000 re- 
quired to make good its solvency within 
the time asked for, three days, and the 
court at New Haven granted it until Sep- 
tember 24th to raise the amount. [If the 
money is not in sight then a receiver will 


be appointed. 


The Western Assurance Company of 
Aurora, Ill., has been bought by Chicago 
parties. 


Mr. E. F.. Beddall, manager of the Royal 
Insurance Company, read an interesting 
paper at the meeting this week of the 
state insurance commissioners. The con- 
vention was hela at Milwaukee. Mr. Bed- 
dall’s subject was the ‘‘Methods of Foreign 
Fire Insurance Commissioners.” In the 
course of his address Mr. Beddéall said: 

“Wherever the danger of fire is greatest 
there the insurance company is most need- 
ed and there its activity is keenest. In 
France and Spain, in Italy and in the 
Spanish settlements of the new world gen- 
r erally, almost every building is a fortress 
constructed as much for defense against 
an enemy as to prevent its destruction by 
fire. Where such buildings exist ffre in- 
surance languishes, and while merchandise 
stored in such structutes TS usually pro- 
tected by insurance the buildings them- 
selves are frequently left uncovered, the 
danger from fire hefng too remote to cre- 
ate anxiety concerning them. With the ex- 
ception of Great Britain, it will appear 
from what thas been stated that all of the 
nations have passed laws for the govern- 
ment of fire insurance companies, but no- 
where, except in the United States; do we 
find any law requiring the compamy to pay 
more than fhe actual loss sustained, which 
loss must be established by proof after the 
fire. The United States stands alone, there- 
fore, in enacting laws which enable the 
assured to realize a pront from a disaster. 
The method of obtaining business through 
the medium of agents and brokers com- 
pensated by a commission exists all over 
the world, the commissions paid varying 
according to the difficulties to be met with 
in inducing property owners to insure. 

“In Holland there appears to exist a 
practice in securing business which obtaims 
in no other country, under which officers, 
managers and brokers meet on the bourse 
at certain hours of the day for the pur- 
pose of receiving and accepting applications 
for insuramce. I commend this plan to the 
careful consideration of the New York 
brokers and would supplement it by the 
suggestion that in fitting up their exchange 
they provide a rostrum and an auctioneer, 
that each risk be submitted to competition, 
and, reversing the practice commonly gov- 
erning such transactions, knock it down to 
the lowest bidder. Such a public allotment 
of the business would doubtless relieve 
both broker and manager from those 
qualms of conscience and the physical ex- 
haustion consequent upon the effort which 
. bas to be made to deceive their competitors 
when solemnly testifying as to the rate 
charged and the commission paid. If Ama- 
nias had adopted this method of disposing 
of his property he might have been alive 
today; had he been in the insurance busi- 
ness he would surely have died sooner: 

“The laws of France and other countries 
operating under the Napoleonic code seem 
to be worthy of special comment. Under 
these laws a citizen is held liable for any 
loss which might be ctrased directly or in- 
directly by him, upon the theory that a 
man should be responsible for the conse- 
quences of his own negligence or neglec:, 
which, besides being a law, would seeni 
to be good, sound, common sense also. If 
this principle were recognized by our code 
it seems to me that our losses by fire would 
be very greatly reduced, and that those 
accidents which are constantly occurring 
on account of the defective construction of 
flues would be measurably reduceé. 

“The foreign fire insurance companies 
which have established branches in the 
United States have come chiefly from 
Great Britain and Germany, although we 
have a few welcome visitors from Canada, 
Australia, Switzerland, Holland and Swe- 
den, who have made the requisite deposit 
here and have otherwise conformed to the 
insurance laws.”

A FHW DAYS AGO MR. R. G. DICK- 
erson, Of Clinch county, a candidate for 
the state senate, declared in a speech that 
Mr. J. M. Wilkinson, the republican-popu- 
list candidate for congress in’*the eleventh 
district had stated that he would rather 
see this country run by the negroes than 
by Bryan democrats, Mr. Dickerson added 
that he could produce the letter in which 
Mr, Wilkinson made the assertion. 

This charge hag interferred very much 
with fusion down in the eleventh. The 
white populists down there have been 
waiting to see if the charge against Mr. 
Wilkinson would be denied. But no denial 
has been made. None could be made. 
The fusion candidate had made the declara- 
tion in writing over his own signature. 

The Constitution thig morning publishes 
the letter in full. No one can apologize 
for Mr. Wilkinson by saying that the let- 
ter has been garbled or that only extracts 
are printed. 

It will be seen from reading Mr. Wilkin- 
s0on’s OWn words that he prefers negro 
domination to democracy of the Chicago 
platform variety, a democracy which was 
indorsed by more votes than were ever cast 
in any previous election for aby naminee 
for president. 

In the eleventh the white populists who 
have seen the letter have noted that Mr. 
Wilkinson placed business prosperity ahead 
of white supremacy and decent govern- 
ment, They have noted that he insinuated 
that a Bryan administration would give 
five-cent cotton, and McKinley and negro 
office holders would send it to 7 cents. 
They have seen the McKinley administra- 
tlon and the beginning of negro domina- 
tion and their cotton is stil) at 5 cents. 

Mr, Wilkinson refers to the interest of 
the banker and the merchant. He would 
not sacrifice the gold Slandard for white 
local government. He approves the ap- 
pointment of negroes to office. He said he 
would rather have the black man’s govern- 
ment and the yellow metal, than the white 
metal as a money of final payment and a 
white man’s government.

Here is the letter in full: 

Proui of His Part in It. 

“I see the Bryanized press is charging 
the democrats who refused to support the 
Chicago platform with the responsibility 
of the Dingley bill, and the appointment of 
some colored men to official positions in 
Georgia.

After thirty years of effort to keep the 
negro behind us, we are convinced that 
the better plan is to keep ahead of him. 
He is not such a dangerous factor in poli- 
tices as some of our democratic bosses 
would have us believe. 

“There is no danger of negro domination 
in this country nor of a deluge of negro 
office holders, but there is much to fear 
from the domination of the gang who exer- 
cised a controlling influence over the Chi- 
cago convention in the direction of social- 
ism and anarchy. General Coxey, Com- 
mander Debs and Coth Harvey, communis- 
tic agitators, whose vocation is disturbing 
the good order, peace and prosperity of the 
nation, are princes among democrats. This 
is the dangerous element in our country;

Business Before Race. 

“The péople of Georgia have infinitely 
more interest th the good order and the 
business prosperity of the nation than they 
have in the color of the man’s skin who 
holds the office. 

“As an abstract propositian we might 
prefer white men, but we cannot afford 
to sacrifice our ancient institutions and 
our financial interest simply to gratify a 
sentiment or a prejudice, nor can we stultt- 
fy ourselves by indorsing a lot of vagaries 
we do not believe in or have any respect 
for.

“These are the living questions that fol- 
low the farmer to the field, the lum ber- 
man to the mili and the merchant to the 
store. The greatest panic that has passed 
over this country in half a century was 
precipitated in 1893 by the Bryan element 
of the democratic party. It shook this 
country from center to circumference for 
four years like the quivering of an earth- 
quake and the wreck and ruin would have 
been complete but for that brave and hon- 
est man, Grover Cleveland. During this ad- 
ministration cotton was lower than within 
fifty years, lumber cheaper than 
within the memory of the ._ liv- 
ing, and more financial and 
industrial bankruptcy than in all the his- 
tory of this country combined. However 
offensive the appointment of colored men 
may be, when we contemplate the scenes 
of ruin and disaster that followed fast 
upon. each other from 1893 to 1896, we can 
never agree for that class of democrats 
to embarrass and. harass another Ameri- 
can administration.

Further over on the sheet is a picture 
of a Spanish general roasting a lot of pigs 
on a spit and on the other side are Span- 
ish soldiers cutting wp hogs. This is la- 
beled “Public Slaughter House for Yankee 
Pigs.’’ In addition there is another hog 
cartoon describing the bursting of a gun 
on the (Massachusetts, as was falsely re- 
ported here. Pieces of gun and pieces of 
pork are flying through the air. This is 
but one issue of the paper. If it were not 
so disgusting it might be laughable. Other 
issues are even worse. Some are absolute- 
ly too vile to be described. The Spanish, 
however, are anxious to get them, and the 
circulation of the sheet has jumped from 
nothing to over 50,000 copies since it began 
their publication. 

The Native Chileans. 

Outside of the Spaniards proper this coun- 
try is full of Spanish sympathizers. The 
Chileans as a nation are for Spain as 
against the United States. They have had 
no love for us since the Baltimore 
the Blaine-Trescott affairs, and 
them really believe that we expect eventu- 
ally to conquer not only the best of the 
West Indies, but that we are ambitious to 
control the whole of South America as well. 
At the time President McKinley declared 
war with Spain popular meetings were held 
in Valparaiso and Santiago, and one mil- 
lion pesos, or over $350,000 of our money, 
was contributed to the Spanish cause. Pro- 
cessions of Spaniards and Spanish sympa- 
thizers marched through the streets yell- 
ing *‘Death to the yankees,”’ and the papers 
denounced the action of our president and 
congress in unmeasured terms. 


Plot to Blow Up Oregon and Marietta. 


It was at this time that a plot was form- 
ed by a number of Spanfards and pro- 
Spanish-Chileans to blow up the Oregon 
and Marietta in the harbor of Valpéraiso. 
It was known that these ships were on 
their way here, and it had been stated that 
they would stop at Valparaiso. Explosive; 


weapons of destruction was employed to 
prepare them for use. It was intended to 
place these under the two vessels if possi- 
ble and blow them to pieces while ‘ying in 
what their officers considered a friendly 
port. The plot was, however, revealed to 
our consul, Mr. Caples, of Valparaiso, by a 
pro-American-Chilean, and he at once com- 
municated it to Mr. Henry L. Wilson, the 
United States minister here. Mr. Wilson 
at once took the train for Valparaiso. He 
called upon the intendente, or governor, 
and laid the details of the matter, as far 
as ‘jhe knew them, before him. These de- 
tails were not complete, but they showed 
the existence, of a compact organization 
and studied plan. The intendente was at 
first inclined to doubt the accuracy of the 
information, but at the same time said 
that he would investigate the matter fully 
and would take every precaution to have 
the vessels protected. He put his detectives 
at work and later on told our minister that 
his information was correct, and that the 
organization and plot\existed. He at once, 
however, made his arrangements to pre- 
vent this plot and any other that might 
be formed from being carried out. He or- 
ganized a complete police boat patrol of 
the harbor, and when the Marietta arrived, 
the Oregon having remained outside, no 
boats were allowed to come near her ex- 
cept after the inspection and with the ap- 
proval of the Chilean officers. This patrol 
was kept about her during the three days 
she lay here. Upon his return to Santiago 
Minister Wilson expressed to the minister 
of foreign affairs ‘his appreciation of the 
prompt action of the intendente and his 
officials. Had the plot succeeded it would 
have been difficult for the government to 
havé satisfactorily explained its non-con- 
nection with it, and a great deal of credit 
should be given to Minister Wilson and 
Consul Caples for their prompt action. 


Our Minister to Chili. 


I find that Henry L. Wilson, the United 
States minister here. is doing much to 
better the relations between Chile and the 
United States. It is largely through his 
influence and his quiet, diplomatic way of 
treating things that the tcne of the Chilean 
press has changed, atid geveral of the San- 
tiago papers have become almost yankee 
supporters in their editorials. He has 
produced an excellent impression in the 
official circles of the Chilean capital, and, 
though he is an ardent American, he seems 
to be abundantly able to hold his own end 
not offend the sensitive pro-Spanish Chil- 
eans. At the same time, he has organ- 
ized the consular service of the country 
so that full reports of all vessels Yikely to 
be used against the United States are sent 
to him as soon as they enter the vyarious 
harbors of Chile, which reports are at once 
forwarded to Washington. Mr. Wilson is 
one of the young men in the Giplomatic 
service. He is just forty and his present 
Office is the first he has ever held. He is 
a brother of United States Senator John L. 
Wilson, an Indianian by birth,.his father 
having been a member of congress end at 
the time of his death United States minis- 
ter to Venezuela. After studying ‘aw in 
Indianapolis and acting for a time as the 
proprietor and manager of The Lafayette 
Journal, Mr. Wilson went to Washington 
and settled at Spokane. Here he engaged 
in banking and within a few years made a 
fortune. He suffered reversed, however, 
during the recent panic and had just begun 
the making of a second fortune when 
President McKinley asked him to represent 
the United States here. He lives very nice- 
ly in Santiago, having a large house in the 
most fashionable part of the capital. His 
wife and mother are with him, and he has 
three little children, two of whom go to the 
American schools. 


Played “The Star Spangled Banner.” 

In connection with the pro-Spanish feel- 
ing here a rather amnsing incide1it occur- 
red in one of the Catholic churches thé 
other day. The interpreter of our leg ition 
is a fine organist and his services are in 
demand at several of the best churches 
of Santiago. While he was jn attendance 
at cne of them several weeks ago, when 
the war spirit was at its height, the priest 
delivered a sermon denouncing the United 
States and praising the Spaniards. The 
yankee organist could not of course reply 
in words, although his soul was filled with 
indignation, but as the congrégation rose to 
go he played the “Star Spangled Banner“ 
with all the force that he and the great 
organ could supply. I do not know that 
the tune was a famiilar one to the priest, 
but at this writing the interpreter still 
. éraws his salary as the organist. 

The feeling here against the yankees, as 
they call us, is largely due to the - 

ce Of the Chileans as to our people, 
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apologize for the outrageous treatment of 
our sailors in the Baltimore affaif. The 
Chileans are intensely patriotic. They have 
a right to be proud of their long, little 
country, and they think so much of it that, 
as I have said, the masses of them fear 
that we want to conquer it for ourselves. 
They cannot imagine a war that is not 
waged for conquest or revenge, and they 
laugh at the idea that the United States 
has been fighting Spain, not from a desire 
for Cuba, but for the sake of humanity. 
On the other hand, those Chileans who 
have been to the United States are our 
strongest friends. Men like Carlos Rogers, 
a wealthy business man of Santiago, who 
was present at the opening of the Phila- 
delphia mureum; Salustio Beeche, of 
Beeche & Co., Valparaiso; Jorge Asta- 
Buruaga, ex-secretary of the Chilean lega- 
tion at Washington, and every other 
Qhilean diplomat who has been stationed 
in the United States are our friends and 
supporters. What the two peopies need is 
only a closer acquaintanee to become busi- 
ness associates and fast friends. Chile 
might, by a little courting, give us the ad- 
vantage in a commercial and manufactur- 
ing line in many ways, and that to our 
profit. 


What Americans Have Done in Chili. 
Chile, in fact, owes a great deal to the 
yankees. The first of her railroads ‘was 
planned and constructed by a yankee. and 
this was the first railroad built in South 
America. Her first great steamship line 
was founded by a yankee, named Wheel- 
right, who brought his scheme to New 
York, but could find no one to support it. 
He then went to London and there organ- 
ized the Pacific Steam Navigation Com. 
pany, which has the most powerful fleet 
on the west coast. It has sixty’ steamers, 
including tenders, plying. between Val- 
paraiso and al the ports to the Isthmus of 
Panama, and alse a steamship line between 
Valparaiso and Liverpool. It should pay 
big dividends, for with the Chilean South 
American Steamship Company, with which 
it combines, it has the monopoly of the 
freight and passenger travel and charges 
the highest rates. The railroad between 
Valparaiso and Santiago, a little over a 
hundred miles, was built by an American, 
Henry '‘Meiggs, who constructed also many 
other roads in Peru. Meiggs came first ty 
Chile from California, His partner there 
had ruined him financially, 
away to avoid arrest, owing some $40,000, 
He arrived in Peru almost penniless, but 


and he ran ! 


got the contract for this road by offering 
to build it for about half the amount asked 
by some English engineers.

‘sor E. L. Martin, who will ride in an ap- 
propriate vehicle gayly decorated in the 
national colors. ‘“‘Uncie Sam” has never 
had truer portrayal than will be presented 
by Professor Martin, who is a typical Mis- 
sissippian in his physica] construction, 

‘Uncle Sam’’ will be followed by a beau- 
tiful float occupied by Miss Bessie Walker, 
representing Columbia. This will be a very 
attractive feature. Miss Walker is one of 
Macon’s loveliest belles, a stately beauty 
of many graces and charms. She will 
make an ideal Columbia. She will be 
attired in a manner as becomes the fair 
goddess of America. Columbia will be 
attended by thirteen lovely young ladies, 
each a representative of one of the original 
thirteen states. They will be arrayed in 
the colors of their respective states, and 
each will bear a flag of the state she rep- 
resents. 

Arrival of the King. 

One of the most interesting features of 
the patriotic day procession and pro- 
gramme will be the arrival’ of the king: 
of @the carnival. He will enter the city 
clad in royal robes and riding a horse 
clothed with rich caparison. He will be 
accompanied by ihis handsomely attired 
retinue seated on prancing steeds. The 
king and his suite will proceed direct to the 
city hall, where the procession wil) be in 
waiting and where the keys of the city 
will be delivered to him with much cere- 
mony by his honor, Mayor 8. B. Price. 
The king and his attendants will ‘then 
ride to Mulberry street, and from the 
balcony of the Hote] Lanier the king, to- 
gether with the mayor and aldermen, will 
review the parade.

In the afternoon horse races will be 
held at Central park, the full programme 
of which is given elsewhere in this arti- 
cle. The races will be a drawing card. 
Paine’s celebrated fireworks, the ‘Battle 
of Manila,” will occur at night at base- 
ball park, within the inclosure of Central 
City park.

On Wednesday morning all will be in a , 


state-of expectancy. The first day of the 
carnival will have stimulated the people to 
a high degree of excitement and delightful 
interest in the great diamond jubilee, and 
as it is known that Macon has every facill- 
ty for giving a grand flower show, those 
who admire the beautiful will long for 
the moment when the procession moves 
away from the starting point on Coleman's 
Hill, At 11 o’clock a. m. sharp the proces- 
sion will start. It will be headed by Miss 
Alberta Coleman, than whom a more 
queenly queen would be hard to find. She 
will be enthroned in a great bank of 
flowers. Her royal chariot will be made 
of flowers. The trappings of the beautiful 
white horses will be of flowers, and the 
horses themselves will be adorned with 
flowers. The queen will be surrounded by 
her court retinue as she leads the proces- 
sion slowly through the streets to the muy- 
sic of the carniva¥ bands. This procession 
will probably be a mile and a half long, 
as every available trap within reach of 
Macon will be in line, oecupied by the most 
beautiful women of the section represented, 
and Macon herself will furnish fully 100 
floats, and three or four times that many 
handsome women, For two hours the end- 
less line of amazing beauty will encircle 
the city, All of the ygrincipa) streets will be 
paraded, and everybody will have an op- 
portunity to enjoy the rare and entrancing 
spectacles. The city will have a general 
holiday. As the great mounds of thowers 
artistically arranged roll through the 
Streets, shedding their sweet fragrance 
on the balmy air of this sun-kissed south- 
Yand, an impression will be made on the 
minds of the assenabled throngs that will 
mever be forgotten. Lieutenant Colonel 
Huguénin will be marshal of the day. 


The Battle of the Flowers. 


The battie of the flowers will be one of 
the features o the day. It will last about 
one hour, and will be a novelty. Frew 
people in Georgia have ever seen such a 
war. The queen will occupy a position in 
the center of the lines of battle, se that 
she can witness the entire engagement. At 
a given moment she, with her escorts and 
retinue, move out, and at once all of the 
forces shower roses upon her, until the 
lines are broken

great crowds present. The battle itself 
will be worth going miles to see. 

From the conclusion of the war of the 
roses, a breathing spell will be taken until 
9 o’clock in the evening, wher the queen 
of the flowers will occupy a throne amid 
great bowers of roses at the Volunteers’ 
armory. The great floral ball will begin 
with the special couft dances before the 
queen. Frist, eight beautifully gowned 
little girls will be introduced to her roy- 
al highness, and these will dance for the 
delectation of the queen and her court, 
as well as for The attendants at the ball. 
These will be followed by the dance of 
the eight maids of honor. For the spe- 
cial training of those who will take part 
in these dances, a teacher of the art, Miss 
Gypsy Morris, of Atlanta, has been em- 
ployed to come to Macon on the Ist of 
October and to give lessons until those 
who are to take part are thoroughly fa- 
miliar with what they are expected to do. 

Miss Birdie Coleman, queen of flowers, 
will have a charming coterie of attendants 
or maids of honor, namely, Misses Mamey 
Hatcher, Cleveland Smith, Carolie English, 
Ellene Glenn,’ Julia Huguenin, Edith Stet- 
son; Annie Crutchfleld and Ida Mangham. 
Miss Coleman and her court will appear 
at the floral ball in white evening gowns, 
with garlands of pink roses. 

The queen's chariot in the parade will 
represent a pond lily. 

A happier selection of a chairman of 
floral day could not have been made than 
Mr. Azel R. Freeman. 

Trades Parade Day. 

There have been trade parades and trades 
displays in the state of Georgia, but the 
one that will occur’ on October %%th, the 
third day of the carnival, will be a rec- 
ord-breaker. It will be a monument to 
the commercial energy and business enter- 
prise of the city. It will exceed in extent 
and variety anything of the kind ever 
before undertaken or attempted in the 
south. It will mark an epoch in the glo- 
rious advancement and development of 
Macon. . 

But the floats will not be confined to 
Macon participants, for numerous com- 


munities outside of Macon intend to be 


represented in the trades display. For in- 


stance, Houston county proposes to have 


a peach float which 
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Eastman have given notice that they will 
have a mammoth float representing the 
interests of Eastman and Dodge county.

The Living Flag.

The presence of 
General Lee will attract a great multitude 
to the city from all parts of the state tu 
see and near the warrior and statesman. 


War and Peace Spectacle. 

The last night of the carnival will be 
ushered in with a blaze of glory. It will 
be a fitting and bri'liant close to the mag- 
nificent four days’ displays. The event of 
the night is termed the “War and Peace 
Spectacle.’’ It will be an outburst of splen- 
dor and will make the carnival memorable 
for years to come. The war and peace 
spectacle will be a dazzling, glittering pa- 
geant of matchless beauty and grandeur. 
In the royal procession will be numerofis 
gorgeous and entraacingly beautiful floats, 
built expressly for the carnival by W. P. 
Pinkston & Co., of St. Louis, the expert 
and scientific float builders, who were 
specially engaged by the Macon Carnival 
Association to come to Macon and design 
and construct the floats for the war and 
peace spectacle. Tnese floats equal the 
most magnificent ever seen at the New Or- 
leans mardi gras and far eclipse any ever 
beheld elsewhere in the south. 

The floats are chiefly in representation 
and portrayal of scenes and incidents con- 
nected with the Hispano-American war. 
Each bears a title. In order to understand 
the character and elaborateness of these 
floats, the following description of some 
of the most prominent are given: 

The Demon of War—An uncouth mon- 
ster, gigantic in proportions, as though 
the artist had had a wild dream after 
reading one of Rider Haggard’s stories. 
It measures over thirty feet in length 
and half so much in height. It has the 
body of a crocodile and the wings of a 
vampire, a tail of a serpent and @ head 
like that which was never seen on earth. 
It snorts fire and smoke from its mouth, 
while beneath its feet lie the victims of 
war. 

The Angel of,Peace—This is an allegory. 
Upon and surrounded by a bank of clouds 
and to the rear of the float stands the An- 
gel of Peace in front of a rising sun. A 
soldier and sailor are seen near the mid- 
die of the float, while in front is a repre- 
sentation of the capitol at Washington. 

Dewey at Manila—This float is a faithful 
representation of Commodore Dewey's flag- 
ship, the United States steamship Olympia, 
as she appeared on the morning of May 
lst, during the great battle. Commodore 
Dewey is seen on the bridge of his ship, 
while his guns belch forth destruction to 
the Spanish foe. 

Death of Bagley—Lieutenant Bagley, of 
North Carolina, was the first victim of the 
war. Macon will pay honor to his mem- 
ory. The torpedo boat Winslow, upon which 
he was killed, will be represented in flow- 
ers, the flag of the ship at half-mast, and 
inscribed in violets upon a bank of white 
roses will appear the legend: ‘In ‘Memori- 
am—Bagley of North Carolina.” 

Sinking of the Merrimac—Lieutenant 
Hobson’s deed of heroism is correctly and 
accurately shown. There is a perfect 
model of the Merrimac with the catamaran. 
The explosion which sent the collier to the 
bottom of the channel will be given with 
thrilling effect.

Local Review. 


Clear, sunny weather is bringing vigor 
and activity to general trade conditions 
in the soutn and only a few weeks will 
be required to complete the transition from 
summer dullness to autumnal energy. Corn 
and cotton crops have both suffered from 
the long rainy season to which they were 
subjected, but the damage, except in rare 
cases, has not been so serious as was at 
one time apprehended. As a matter of fact 
we have not this year witnessed the usual 
summer falling off in trade, the increased 
traffic being doubtless due in some meas- 
ure to the presence of large military forces 
in our midst and the demand for supplies 
necessary to their maintenance. Beyond 
this is the natural increase in population, 
which is moré and more in evidence from 
year to year. Financial men who have 
been in that line for many years state. 
too, that there has never within their ex- 
perience been as much money in the south 
in the summer season, and so little need 
to look to the east for funds with which 
to supply the requirements of local bor- 
rowers. 

Brokers report that their trade has been 
larger than ever before, and in fact, that 
the demand for choice securities has been 
unabated the entire year. 

The annual meeting of Atlanta and West 
Point railroad stockholders, which occur- 
red on Tuesday, was the occasion of con- 
siderable interest to those who attended. 
Mr. Thomas K. Scott, representing and 
voting the stock owned by the Georgia 
railroad, submitted resolutions directing the 
president to.apply at once to the secretary 
of state for an amendment to the char- 
ter of the company which would author- 
ize the acquirement of rights of way for 
terminals, the extensions and purchase of 
additional lines and other things wHich. 
to the minority stockholders, had the ap- 
pearance of the beginning of a movement 
to place an indebtedness on the property, 
which would materially affect the value 
of the stock and possibly the certificates 
of indebtedness, though under the amend- 
ed charter granted in 1896, it is plainly 
set out that no lien prior to them shall 
be created. No explanation was made to 
the meeting beyond the statement that 
the company was entirely without ter- 
minals in Atlanta; that for entrance into 
the passenger depot they were tenants of 
the Central of Georgia railway, subject 
to removal on short notice, and that they 
might be turned out at any time. On 
th emotion to adopt Mr. Scott’s resolution 
the minority voted solidly in the negative, 
but the stock represented by Mr. Scott 
and Mr. Milton H. Smith, of the Louls- 
ville and Nashville, was a large majority 
interest and by them the resolutions car- 
ried. If the only purpose be to acquire 
terminals, as was outlined in these col- 
umns last Wednesday morning, there is 
no question as to the desirability of the 
movement, and the enffre property will be 
berefitted, but if the Wirectors, under the 
power granted by the proposed charter 
amendments, should undertake to build ex- 
emtone or perchens ee properties, 
serious results may follow. It is due Mr. 
George C. Smith, president of the compa-

Local Review. 


Clear, sunny weather is bringing vigor 
and activity to general trade conditions 
in the soutn and only a few weeks will 
be required to complete the transition from 
summer dullness to autumnal energy. Corn 
and cotton crops have both suffered from 
the long rainy season to which they were 
subjected, but the damage, except in rare 
cases, has not been so serious as was at 
one time apprehended.

He is the eldest son of a former president 
of the conference, and is a solicitor in very 
large practice in London, his business lying 
chiefly among railways, dock, and other 
great commercial undertakings. He is a 
member of parliament, an acknowledge@ 
leader of the nonconformist party. He is 
a very generous helper of all kinds of ag- 
gressive ‘Methodist enterprise and is a very 
loyal son of his church, There was in

We will from 
sheer necessity, if not from cho‘ce, domi- 
nate in the near future the government 
and revenues of Cuba, ag American inter- 
esis and American people will certainly 
lead to the annexation of that exceedingly 
rich but practically undeveloped island: 
This political control of Cuba will be of 
untold advantage and saving to our sec- 
tion. It will eradicate yellow fever, a 
scourge that every few years costs on 
guif states hundreds of millions in money 
and hundreds and sometimes thousands of 
valuable lives. This immunity from yel- 
low jack is alone worth more toe us than 
the whole war cost. The commerce of these 
West Indies will necessarily appertain more 
especially to the south and will awaken 
all our latent energies and vitalize into 
profit our undeveloped and untouched re- 
sources. Our fields and factories, our mills 
and mines will respond in glad abundance. 
Another fruit of the war is the unanimous 
insistence for the prompt cutting of the 
Nicaragua canal, made politically necessa- 
ry by our holdings in the islands of the 
Pacific. This work will and should be done 
by the United States and the canal be 
under our absolute control.

It will 
divert much of the products of the west 
to the gulf ports and the south being 
nearest to the markets of the Pacific coast 
of South America, the Philippines and even 
China, will most certainly reap the richest 
harvest.

Safety Signaling System. : 
Railroad accidents are comparatively 
rare, owing to the excellent care and super- 
vision exercised in promoting the comfort 
and preserving the safety of the passenger 
However, these accidents are destined to 
be afmost wholly eliminated by the aid of 
an automatic signaling dev'ce recently test- 


ed on the Boston and Maine rallroad, which 


appears to be unfailing in its operation, is 
entirely independent of the men in charge 
of the trains, and unaffected by darkness, 
fogs, storms, curves or other obstacles to 
sight or hearing. The dev'ce is extremely 
simple, being electrically actuated by a 
small dynamo in the engine cab, and the 
current carried by a third rail of light con- 
struction. Approaching trains on the same 
track are automatically signaled in each 
cab: derailment, open switches. delayed or 
stopped trains or cars, or any danger ahead 
or behind within the distance of a mile, 
automatically and unfailingly rings the 
gong incessantly unti] the danger is remoy- 
ed. This same device gives alarm at every 
crossing and in breaking apart of freight 
trains the engineer is instantly advised of 
the accident. The tests of this simple and 
effective signaling were witnessed by scores 
of practical railway men and were regard- 
ed as very satisfactory and promising. If 
it proves practical in actual service we 
may expect to see it or something better 
adopted by our railways generally. 


New Method of Preserving Meats. 

United States Consul Oliver J. D. Hughes 
writes as follows: , 

“A new method of preserving freshly 
killed meats has been discovered by the 
Danish zoologist, August Fjelstrup, already 
well known through his method of con- 
densing milk without the use of sugar. 
The system (according to the printed re- 
ports) has stood a remarkably hard three 
months’ test at the Odense (Danish) Com- 
pany’s slaughterhouses, in a very Satis- 
factory manner. 

“The method In itself is extremely sim- 
ple. and might be of great service for the 
troops in the tropics; the writer having 
had considerable expertence in trying to 
keep meat fresh in Cuba. 

“The animal to be used is first shot or 
stunned bv a shot from *revolver, loaded 
with small slugs, in the forehead, in such 
a Way as not to injure the brain proper. 
As the animal drops senseless, an assistant 
cuts down over the heart, opens a ventricle 
and allows all the blood to flow out, the 
theory of this being that the decomposing 
blood is almost entirely responsib!e for the 
quick putrefaction of fresh meats. Imme- 
diately thereafter a briny solut'on, made 
of coarse or fine salt, more or less strong, 
according to the length of time meat is to 
be kept, is injected by means of a powerful 
syringe through the other ventricle into 
the veins of the body. 

“The whole process takes only a few min- 
utes, and the beef is ready for use and 
can be cut up at once. This method has 
been examined and very favorably reported 
on by the general councils at Odense and 
Aarhaus, and also by many experts.”’ 


A Vegetarian Victory. 
From The London Daily News. 

A very interesting walking match took 
place in Berlin recently over a distance of 
about seventy English miles. There were 
twenty-two starters, among them eight 
vegetarians, and the distance had to be 
covered within eighteen hours. The inter- 
esting result was that the first six to ar- 
rive at the goal were vegetarians, the first 
finishing in fourteen and a quarter hours, 
the second in fourteen hours and a half, 
and the third in fifteen hours and a half, 
the fourth in sixteen hours, the fifth in 
sixteen hours and a half, and the sixth in 
seventeen hours and a half. The last two 
lost their way and walked five miles more. 
All reached the goal in splendid condition. 
Not till an hour after the last vegetarian 
arrived did the first meat eater appear, 
completely exhausted. He, moreover, was 
the only one, the others having dropped 
off after thirty-five miles. The victor pre- 
sented himself at the request of Several 
high officers to the war minister, who took 
a great interest in hearing about his vege- 
tarian diet and way of iiv.ng. 


Those Trouviesome Transfers. 

Our city fathers have been long con- 
teiiding for street car transfers, but per- 
haps they do not fully recognize the ob- 
stacle to this introduction. ‘Take, for in- 
stance, the city of Reading, Pa., where 
a new system of transfers has been intro- 
duced. To prevent fraud, seven little faces 
embellished the ‘“‘transfer’’—five masculine, 
two feminine. The five males were fully 
bearded, side-bearded, mustached and 
beardless, while the distinction on the fe- 
males is simply young and old. Just here 
came in the trouble. It might save the 
street raflway to punch a grandmother 
of the revolution on the antique picture, 
but said grandmother gets mad and re- 
voits. Fancy the position of the con- 
ductor, who, loyal to his employer, must 
draw the dividing line between youth and 
age. If he punches youth he may please 
the patron; if he punches age he may save 
his company, but he is liable to become dis- 
liked. Masculine gallantry, as well as 
feminine sensibility, is set against this 
particular form of transfers and the Read- 
ing conductor appears to be between the 
deep sea and the other feliow. Transfers 
may be theoretically all right, but as we 
see, transfers may be carried to an ab- 
surdity. 


A Superstition Sustained. 

Science sometimes develops facts in rath- 
er unexpected ways and places. The old 
idea that people should sleep with their 
heads to the north seems to have a veri- 
fication. It is contended that each human 
system is an electric battery, the head 
being one electrode, while the feet are 
the other. The French Academy of Sci- 
ence experimented on the body of a gull- 
lotined man. The instant it fell the body 
was placed on a pivot, with free action in 
every direction. After slight vacillation, 
the head turned to the north and the 
body remained stafionary. It was turned 
half-way round and again it resumed its 
origina] position, the head pointing to the 
north as truly as the magnetic needle, 
and the same results continued until the 
final arrest of al: organic movement. 


Take Care of Your Eyes. 

A London publisher whose eyesight has 
become so impaired that he finds himself 
able to do scarcely any reading wanns 
readers against working their eyes when 
traveling in the cars. He aays: “For 
many years past I have been in the habit 
of reading and writing for some hours in 
the train almost daily and my present 
trouble is undoubtedly traceable to this 
cause.’’ Oculists are now unanimous in 
the statement that after a certain time, 
which varies in different individuals, read- 
ing in the care is a positive danger to 
eyesight. The page is in constant vibra- 
tion and the eyes are strained in trying to | 
follow automatically the rapid movements. 
Too much light is almost as bad as too 
little. Reading by a powerful electric 
light invariably brings on eye troubles.

Their mothers, who had worked 
hard to get them ready for this great 
event—entering school—were with them, 
looking equally sad and apprehensive, fear- 
ing the teacher would say: “Your child 
cannot be seated.’”’ These were those who 
had never thad the privilege of attending 
public school and were now making, per- 
haps, the third or fourth attempt to get 
seats. After the principals had doubled 
most of their grades, and with their teach- 
ers had used every availab'e seat, there 
were several hundred of these little qehil- 
dren with sad hearts led away by disap- 
pointed mothers with the same old souad 
ringing in their ears, ‘“‘all the seats are 
taken.” For several. years it has been 
known that the colored children have not 
had suflicient school room, and, too, some 
of the white children are in the same fix. 

The board of education has done all in its 
power to seat all applicants by trans- 
ferring and doubling the grades and length- 
ening the sessions. In this way they 
have managed to seat several hundred 
children who would otherwise not have 
been in school at all, 

This double session method gives more 
a taste of schoo] than would have an op- 
portunity if the sessions were single still. 

While this is very good, yet it has its 
disadvantages. For example, at the close 
of a schoo) year of nine months the chil- 
dren in the double grades have had only 
four and a half months’ schooling and 
have really been carried over nine months’ 
work in that time, while the teachers In 
those grades have done nearly eighteen 
months’ work in the nine months. 

Again, I believe it will, in the future, be 
injurious to health of both teachers and 
pupils. 

Schoo) buildings are put up on hygienic 
plans and are to hold just so many pupils 
for so many hours, when they should be 
vacated and ventilated. In the rooms

where double sessions are held I doubt 
whether they can be properly and suc- 
cessfully ventilated between the time the 
first session is dismissed and the second 
session is taken in 

This being so, the children of the after- 
neon session must inhale thé carbon dioxide 
exhaled from the lungs of the children of 
the morning session, and unless the rooms 
are well ventilated in the evening when 
the afternoon session is dismissed the chil- 
dren of the morning session Will inhale the 
carbon dioxide exhaled by the afternoon 
seholars. In the meantime the teachers of 
the double sessions inhale the carbon di- 
oxide of both sessions, 

A continuance of this inhalation of im- 
pure air will eventually injure the health 
of the children, affecting the various organs 
of the body and especially the respiratory 
organs, and while the city may save a 
little money in the present method I 
greatly fear its method will incrdase the 
mortality among our people. The mortality 
of this people is high enough now and 
educational methods adopted should aim at 
giving them strong and healthy bodies asa 
well as well trained brains. 

Another school building is needed, and 
needed badly, especially in the fourth ward, 
where the majority of the colored citizens 
live and where there is no schvol, I feel 
sure that before this time another year the 
city council and board of edueation wt] 
have given us the much needed building.

There is only one 
other colored man thus honored and he 
is Professor W. 8. Scarborough, author of 
a Greek grammar and professor of Greek 
at Wilberforce university, Ohio; and he, 
too, is a Georgian by birth. 

Such men as these are an honor to any 
state and Georgia should feel- proud of 
these Greek masters, It has been said that 
thére was nothing for such scholars in the 
colored race to do, but that is not true.
